European  War  [News. 

C  al-tar  Control. 
The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  issued  an  Order,  dated 
December  31,  1917,  to  the  effect  that  no  person  shall  until 
further  notice  purchase  or!  offer  to  purchase  any  coal-tar 
(whether  crude  or  dehydrated)  except  under  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  licence.  It  is 
provided  that  no  licence  shall  be  required  (a)  by  a  tar- 
distiller  for  the  purchase  of  tar  in  any  quantities,  pro- 
vided that  the  who.e  quantity  purchased  is  intended  to  be, 
and  is,  in  fact,  distilled  to  pitch  by  such  distiller;  (6)  by 
any  person  for  the  purchase  of  tar  in  quantities  not  exceed- 
ing 10  gals,  providi  d  that  the  total  quantity  purchased 
by  any  one  perpn  during  any  ona  calendar  month  does 
not  exceed  50  gals  'lhe  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions dated  September  4,  1917  (C.  &  D.,  September  8,  p.  33), 
relating  to  coal-tar  is  oancelled. 

Crude  Solvent  Napntna,  Solvent  Naphtha,  and  Heavy 

jNaphiha  Uonti  olicd. 
The  Minister  of  Munitions,  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Regulations,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  h:m,  hereby 
orders  as  follows:  (1J  No  person  shall  as  from  January  10, 
1918,  until  further  notice,  supply  to  any  person,  or  take, 
or  accept,  or  attempt  to  obtain  delivery  of  any  crude 
solvent  naphtha,  solvent  naphtha,  of  heavy  naphtha,  except 
under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
a  licence  issued  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Minister 
of  Munitions.  (2)  All  persons  engaged  in  producing,  treat- 
ing, distributing,  storing,  selling,  or  dealing  in  crude  sol- 
vent naphtha,  solvent  naphtha,  or  heavy  naphtha,  or  in 
any  manufacture,  trade,  or  business  in  which  the  same  or 
any  of  them  are  used  shall  make  all  such  returns  with 
regard  to  their  businesses  and  verify  the  same  in  such 
manner  (including  production  of  their  books)  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
Minister  of  Munitions.  (3)  For  all  purposes  of  this  Order 
the  expressions  "  crude  solvent  naphtha,"  "  solvent 
naphtha,"  and  '•'  heavy  naphtha,"  shall  mean  crude  solvent 
naphtha,  solvent  naphtha,  and  heavy  naphtha  obtained 
during  distillation  of  coil-tar  or  extracted  from  coal-gas. 
(4)  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Naphtha  Order,  1917. 
(See  also  C.  &  D.,  December  15,  1917,  p.  45.)  All  applica- 
tions in  reference  to  this  Order,  including  applications  for 
licences,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Director  of  Raw 
Materials  Supply,  Mini  try  of  Munitions,  Department  of 
Explosives  Supply,  Storey's  Gate,  Westminster,  S.W.  1. 
Oils  and  Fats  Rt  ^uimtioneo. 
By  the  Oils  and  Fats  Requisition  Order,  1917,  just  issued, 
the  Food  Controller  takes  possession  of  all  the  oils  and 
fats,  crude  or  refined  (given  below),  which  are  in  the  United 
Kingdom  on  January  1,  1918,  and  all  residues  and  by- 
products of  refining  and  splitting,  and  also  all  such 
articles  as  arrive  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  are  made 
after  that  date  with  the  object  of  utilising  the  same  in 
order  of  priority  for  the  manufacture  of  food  and  for  other 
national  purposes.  Returns  have  to  be  made  to  the  Food 
Controller  of  all  stocks  in  band  on  January  1  and  of 
subsequent  arrivals.

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  received  a 
deputation  from  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  reference  to  the  Imports  and 
Exports  (Temporary  Control)  Bill.  The  objections  to  the 
Bill  were  stated  by  Sir  Algernon  Firth  (the  President  of 
the  Association)  to  be  based  on  the  fear  that  the  control 
of  industry  after  the  war  by  the  Government  Departments 
which  are  now  interfering  with  it  might  continue  too  long, 
and  the  apprehension  that  a  man  might  not  be  able  to 
conduct  his  business  on  his  former  lines  of  doing  as  he 
liked  and  selling  where  he  pleased.  The  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce wanted  safeguarding  against  undue  interference  in 
their  industries.  Sir  Albert  H.  Stanley,  M.P.,  in  reply, 
said  that  the  Bill  did  not  consider  any  questions  of  policy 
after  the  war,  as  no  one  could  foresee  what  the  policy  of 
the  Government  would  be  at  that  time.  The  Government 
now  controlled  practically  the  entire  trade  of  the  country, 
and  when  the  war  came  to  an  end,  so  complete  a  transfor- 
mation would  take  place  that  it  would  be  impossible  imme- 
diately to  bring  that  machine  tp  a  stop.  The  Board  had 
given  the  matter  most  carsful  consideration,  and,  in  their 
view,  just  as  the  machine  had  been  gradually  wound  up, 
so  must  it  be  gradually  unwound.  Their  desire  was  that 
the  control  should  be  brought  to  an  end  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  It  had  been  suggested  that  the  period 
of  control  must  necessarily  be  a  very  long  one.  He  did 
not  accept  the  view  that,  owing  to  the  magnitude  and 
length  of  the  war,  it  would  take  a  very  long  time  before 
industry  could  re-establish  itself  and  go  on  unfettered. 
The  return  to  a  condition  which  would  admit,  if  not  of  a 
total  relaxation  of  control,  certainly  of  a  very  considerable 
relaxation  of  it,  would  not  take  such  a  long  time  as  some 
people  imagined.  After  careful  >  consideration  the  Board 
had  inserted  a  period  of  three  years  in  the  Bill,  without 
contemplating  for  a  single  moment  that  anything  approach- 
ing the  restrictions  in  the  aggregate,  as  they  would  exist 
at  the  time  when  the  war  came  to  an  end,  would  be  con- 
tinued. Tonnage  was  a  serious  proposition,  and  would  be 
so,  especially  when  the  war  ended;  but  he  was  sure  that 
they  would  all  willingly  accept  necessary  restrictions  that 
our  soldiers  might  be  brought  back  to  their  homes  as  quickly 
as  possible.

Captain  H.  P.  Churchouse,  Adjutant,  Royal  Warwick- 
shire Regiment,  is  reported  missing  since  December  3,  1917. 
Till  the  outbreak  of  war,  Captain  Churchouse  was  with 
Southall  _  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham.  He  then 
enlisted  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  receiving  his  commission  in  1915. 

Lieutenant  Eric  Arnold  Shacklady  has  been  awarded 
the  Albert  Medal  for  bravery.  Lieutenant  Shacklady,  who 
is  the  son  of  Mr.  J.  Shacklady,  secretary  to  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  Liverpool,  saved  the  life  of  a  man 
during  bombing  instruction  on  December  5,  1916,  risking 
his  own  life  and  losing  his  right  hand.

Oxygen  for  Medical  Purposes. — In  reply  to  an  inquiry, 
the  British  Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.,  inform  us  that  they  do  not 
anticipate  that  the  recent  Oxygen  Order  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  will  in  any  way  affect  the  supply  of 
oxygen  to  chemists  for  use  in  connection  with  medical  cases. 
A  certain  percentage  of  the  oxygen  manufactured  will  be 
reserved  to  meet  the  demand  for  medical  cases,  and  from 
past  experience  the  company  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  amount  allotted  will  more  than  meet  the  demand. 

Trade  after  the  War. — The  Government  (says  the 
"  Daily  Chronicle  ")  have  decided  to  publish  the  important 
final  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Trade  after  the  War, 
of  which  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh  is  Chairman.  There  are 
a  majority  and  a  minority  Report.  Both  concur  in  the 
necessity  for  taking  measures  to  prevent  "  dumping,"  and 
for  insuring  the  vitality  of  "key"  and  pivotal  industries. 
The  minority  Report  recommends  the  imposition  of  an 
ad  valorem  duty  of  10  per  cent,  on  manufactured  and  semi- 
manufactured imports.

Unstamped  Medicines.- — At  Westminster  on  December  29, 
Jane  Constant  was  fined  bd.  for  selling  African  herbal  snuff 
and  pills  without  affixing  medicine-stamps.  Defendant,  who 
had  been  cautioned  so  far  back  as  1911,  said  the  recipe  for 
the  manufacture  of  these  preparations  was  left  her  by  an 
old  aunt  many  years  ago. 

Fire. — Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  30?.  was  caused  on 
Boxing  Day  by  an  outbreak  of  fire  on  the  premises  of  Mr. 
William  J.  Pearson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Victoria  Road, 
Woolstori'.  Some  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  rescuing 
Mrs.  Pearson  and  the  family,  but  the  mischief  was  success- 
fully confined  to  the  cellarage.  The  loss  is  covered  by 
insurance. 

Optical  Instruction. — Courses  of  instruction  in  technical 
Optics  at  the  Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology 
are  to  begin  on  January  17,  with  a  course  of  ten  weekly 
lectures  by  Professor  A.  E.  Conrady  on  "  Workshop  and 
Testing-room  Methods."  Other  courses  are  on  "  General 
Optics,"  "Optical  Designing  and  Computing,"  "Practical 
Optical  Computing  "  and  "  Photographic  Optics." 

The  Decimal  System. — Our  Parliamentary  correspondent 
is  informed  that  in  view  of  the  agreement  which  has  been 
arrived  at  b3tween  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Decimal  Association  and 
the  Institute  of  Bankers,  it  has  been  unanimously  decided 
to  introduce  in  Parliament  a  Bill  embodying  the  reforms 
agreed  upon  in  regard  to  the  decimal  coinage.  Steps  will, 
therefore,  be  taken  to  introduce  such  a  measure  so  soon  as 
possible  after  the  reassembling  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
It  is  understood  that  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh's  Committee 
on  after-war  problems  is  likely  to  make  an  adverse  report 
in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  such  a  scheme. 

Poisonings. — An  open  verdict  was  returned  at  an  inquest 
held  on  December  29,  1917,  on  the  bodies  of  two  sisters, 
daughters  of  the  late  Dr.  James  Compton-Burnett,  residing 
at  Carlton  Hill,  St.  John's  Wood,  London.  N.W.  Expert 
evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  death  was  probably 
due  to  taking  excessive  quantities  of  veronal,  a  fatal  dose 
of  which  was  estimated  to  be  about  50  grains.  Mr.  John 
Thomas  Marston,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hiehbury  Road, 
stated  that  he  recognised  two  of  five  tablet-bottles  produced 
in  court  as  his,  that  four  or  five  supplies  had  been  sold  to 
one  of  the  ladies  during  the  last  six  months,  and  that  a 
caution  had  been  aiven  her,  in  the  shop,  on. the  danger  of 
indiscriminate!  dosing  with  these  tablets. — A  verdict  of 
"  Death  from  misadventure "  was  returned  in  an  inquest 
at  Bf>th.  on  January  1,  on  the  body  of  an  imbecile  boy 
who  died  of  sho.k  and  collapse  caused  by  eating  soap.

f.vRecord  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

Sheffield.—  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, it  was  decided  to  join  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Com- 
mittee. Councillor  Neal  and  Mr.  Moore  were  appointed 
to  represent  the  Committee  on  the  North-East  Midland 
Pricing  Bureau.  A  resolution  was  passed  urging  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners  to 
provide,  through  Insurance  Committees,  for  the  medical 
treatment  of  non-insured  widows  and  children  of  soldiers, 
sailors,  and  marines.  The  Panel  Committee  was  granted 
100Z.  for  current  expenses,  this  amount  to  be  deducted  from 
doctors'  accounts  according  to  arrangement.  Payment  -was 
ordered  to  chemists  of  747£.  13s.  85.  for  the  balance  of 
October  accounts  and  on  account  of  November.

Notes. 

Aromatic  Waters.— The  National  Health  Insurance  Com- 
missionem  have  decided  that  aqua  chloroformi  and  aqua 
camphorse  are  not  aromatio  medicated  waters  within  the 
meaning  of  Clause  16  of  the  Chemists'  Agreements  for  1918. 
These  should  not,  therefore,  be  charged  "  ex  cone." 

Central  Checking  Bureau.— The  charge  made  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  checking  10  per  cent,  of  the 
Insurance  prescriptions  for  any  area  has  been  reduced  for 
1918.  Among  the  baits  offered  by  the  Bureau  is  "  the 
opportunity  of  participating  in  the  Enquiries  Section.'" 
which  is  calculated  to  rope  in  any  doubters. 


The  Margin  of  Error. 

By  Frank  C.  Hines. 


It  is  unfortunate  that  one  important  matter  has  been  entirely 
ignored  by  the  Local  Associations  Executive  in  considering 
National  Health  Insurance  terms  for  1918.    No  allowance  is 


ever  made  for  the  margin  of  error  in  pricing  prescriptions 
and  compiling  the  amount  of  these  to  arrive  at  the  payment 
due  to  the  chemist.  Une  c?.nnot  too  often  impress  on  every 
panel  chemist  the  inadequacy  of  tho  present  system  under 
which  he  receives  his  cheque.  Let  him  realise  this :  (1)  He 
knows  nothing  of  his  blank  prescriptions  after  mailing  them 
to  the  Pricing  Bureau ;  (2)  his  batch  of  priced  prescriptions 
is  never  cheeked  or  examined  as  a  whole  (unless  special 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  secure  this).  Thus  ho 
cannot  personally  test  the  efficiency  of  the  pricing  nor  per- 
sonally control  any  checking  system.  Such  a  state  of  affairs 
is  deplorable.  A  most  undesirable  atmosphere  is  already 
created  in  respect  to  this  work.  The  cheque  that  is  paid 
must  in  a  vast  number  of  cases  be  incorrect.  It  may  be 
inadequate :  who  knows  ?  The  last  word  in  respect  to  those 
priced  invoices  should  rest  with  and  be  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  individual  receiving  the  payment.  Is  that 
not  obvious  common  sense  and  an  obvious  business  pro- 
position ?  Twice  I  have  directed  the  attention  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (in  Committee)  to  the  dangers 
arising  from  the  present  situation.  But  any  old  excuse— 
my  motion  is  not  happily  worded,  or 'some  such  piffle — is 
good  enough  to  enable  them  to  shuffle  out  of  their  responsi- 
bilities. The  point  is  that  any  individual  should,  if  he  so 
desire,  be  able,  month  by  month,  to  test  the  accuracy  of_  his 
payment.  Yet  the  very  system  that  the  Society  brought  into 
existence  discourages  any  such  accuracy  and  is  even  en- 
dangering the  clause  in  the  Regulations  designed  to  that 
end.  Let  every  Pharmaceutical  Committee  weigh  up  this 
fac1>-that  unless  the  checking  contract  they  make  secures 
for  every  individual  contractor  undoubted  accuracy  in 
respect  to  his  payment,  they  are  doing  a  great  wrong  to 
every  man  on  the  panel.  Because  it  is  an  utter  delusion  to 
use  the  word  "  check  "  when  quite  an  appreciable  shortage 
in  payment  may  and  does  occur.  Secondly,  in  agreeing 
as  a  Committee  to  some  partial  examination  of  prescriptions 
the  Committee  is  imperilling  the  right  of  "  reasonable  facili- 
ties "  to  other  panel  colleagues.  The  man  seeking  definite 
assurance  that  his  cheque  is  right  can  be  met  with  the  argu- 
ment, "Oh,  no;  we  cannot  let  you  see  your  prescriptions. 
Your  local  Committee,  acting  on  your  behalf,  has  deputed 
your  central  office  to  do  this  work.  If  they  are  satisfied 
you  must  be."  For  reasons  which  I  despise,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  been  content  to  lull  the  panel  chemists 
into  a  sense  of  false  security  in  respect  to  the  payments. 
I  have  given  my  colleagues  on  the  Council  an  opportunity  ot 
.doing  their  duty  by  suggesting  to  them  that  they  should 
instruct  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  protect  the  indi- 
vidual nayment.  They  prefer  that  the  Local  Associations 
Executive— which  is  or  is  not  under  their  control  according 
to  whether  the  question  is  one  of  money  or  not— shah  con- 
tinue to  delude  the  panel  Chemist  w;th  the  suggestion  that 
his  payments  are  being  checked.  And  the  Council  were  real 
angry  because  I  once  called  them  "  insincere."  Unless  m 
the  final  payment  allowance  is  made  for  a  margin  ?f  error, 
the  individual  contractor  must  have  it  absolutely  within  his 
power  to  satisfv  himself  that  a  perfectly  correct  payment  has 
been  made.  Will  every  Pharmaceutical  Committee  make 
it  its  business  to  see  that  every  cheque  paid  is  correct.'  It 
can  be  done  and  must  be  done,  but  the  Pharmaceutu-al 
Society  is  indisposed,  to  tackle  a  business  proposition.

Prior  to  1864,  in  which  year  he  passed  both  the 
Minor  and  the  Major  examinations,  Mr.  Gilling  gained 
experience  with  Reinhardt  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Leeds,  and  Tom- 
linson  &  Hayward,  Ltd.,  Lincoln.  Two  years  were  then 
passed  with  Ferris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bristol,  and  in  1867  Mr. 
Gilling  purchased  his  present  business.  For  over  fifty  years 
he  has  also  acted  as  Secretary  and  Assistant-Treasurer  of 
the  local  hospital ;  and  for  thirty-four  year3  he  has  been 
prominent  in  the  Town  Council.  He  was  Mayor  in  1896- 
1897,  and  again  since  in  a  brief  interregnum ;  and  on  two 
occasions  he  has  filled  the  chair  of  the  Walden  Lodge  of 
Freemasons.  At  the  age  of  seventy-four,  Alderman  Gilling 
still  takes  an  active  part  both  in  his  business  and  in  the 
work  of  the  Town  _  Council,  of  which  he  is  the  oldest 
member  and  the  senior  Alderman. 
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A  Year  of  Better  Business. 


"  What  are  the  prospects  for.  better  business  during  1918  ?  " 
This  is  a  question  many  chemists  may  ask.  The  slogan 
"  Business  as  usual,"  used  by  many  during  the  early  months 
of  the  war,  is  quite  out  of  place  now.  Whereas  some 
chemists  are  busier  than  ever,  in  other  districts  they  are 
finding  it  a  struggle  even  to  meet  expenses,  and  in  this 
article  I  propose  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  of  ways  and 
means  for  bucking-up  business. 

Women  in  the  Phaemacy. 

To  overcome  the  labour  difficulty,  those,  chemists  whose 
business  cannot  be  worked  single-handed,  and  who  have 
not  already  don©  so,  will  do  well  to  take  steps  at  once  to 
engage  and  train  young  ladies  in  the  routine  work  of  the 
pharmacy.  It  is  impossible,  of  course,  to  train  and  turn 
out  an  efficient  dispenser  in  a  few  weeks,  but  a  young  lady 
can  be  trained,  and  will  adapt  herself  to  such  work  as 
putting  up  stock,  stockkeeping,  bookkeeping^  window- 
dressing,  etc.,  in  much  less  time  than  a  boy,  and,  with  this 
work  taken  off  his  hands,  the  principal  oan  devote  his  time 
to  the  more  responsible  work  of  dispensing,  handling- 
poisons,  and  serving  customers.  The  stores  and  multiple 
shops  have  recognised  this  for  years,  and  up-to-date 
chemists  have  come  into  line,  but  there  are  still  many  of 
the  older  school  who  regard  the  appearance  of  petticoats 
behind  the  pharmaceutical  counter  as  infra  dignitatem. 
The  war  has  upset  all  these  notions,  and  the  lady  assistant 
has  come  to  stay.  .  . 

Several  of  the  London  stores  have  instituted  training 
schools  for  shop-girls,  as  a  means  of  providing  efficient 
substitutes  for  the  men  called  to  the  Colours.  In  many 
cases  the  wife  or  sister  of  the  absent  assistant  could, 
with  a  few  weeks'  training,  fill  the  gap  and  lighten  the 
burden  of  the  busy  pharmacist.  There  are  points  worth 
remembering  when  a  woman  is  engaged.  She  is  naturally 
more  sensitive  than  a  man,  and  will  require  more  diplo'matic 
management.  It  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt  that  eight, 
or  at  the  most  nine,  hours  a  day  is  the  longest  time  a 
girl  should  be  on  duty.  A  seat  should  be  provided,  and 
ample  opportunity  given  for  using  it.  If  a  girl  commences 
work  at  eight  o'clock,  every  facility  should  bo  given  for 
obtaining  lunch  between  ten  and  eleven.  _  See  that  a  proper 
dressing-room  is  provided,  and  everything  done  to  make 
her  surroundings  cheerful  and  comfortable. 

Mobe  Business. 
The  best  way  to  set  out  for  more  business  is  to  have  a 
fixed  policy,  map  out  a  definite  plan  for  the  year,  what 
you  will  do  and  how  you  will  do  it,  then  go  ahead ;  _lea.vo 
nothing  to  chance.  The  man  who  progresses  to-da.y  is  the 
man  who  does  things  a  little  better  than  others. 

Get  the  personal  touoh  into  your  'pharmacy;  make  it 
different  from  others.  After  reading  this  article  I  want 
you  to  go  outside  your  business,  see  it  from  the  customer's 
point  of  view,  do  this  for  a  week  or  more,  then  ask  yourself 
these  questions : 

Is  my  business  all  that  it  should  be? 

Is  my  shop-front  smart  and  up  to  date  ? 

Are  my  windows  dressed  to  sell  or  show  goods  ? 

Are  my  counters  bright  and  clean? 

Have  I  done  everything  possible  to    make  my  shop 
inviting  to  customers  ? 
Am  I  moving  with  the  times  or  settling  into  a  rut  ? 

The  man  who  sees  his  business  only  from  the  inside  is 
the  man  who  stands  still,  but  the  one  who  gets  on  the  out- 
side sees  greater  possibilities  for  improvement  and,  taking 
advantage  of  modern  methods,  makes  progress  and  profit. 

How  often  do  you  go  shopping?  I  know  many  chemists 
who  stick  in  their  business  almost  day  and  night.  If.a 
collar  or  tie  is  wanted  the  wife  or  someone  is  sent  for  it. 
This  is  a  great  mistake :  go  out  yourself,  get  into  other 
people's  shops,  see  what  they  are  doing,  what  kind  of  service 
they  give.  Often  you  will  find  faults  in  other  businesses, 
and  yet  when  you  come  back  find  the  same  faults  exist 
in  your  own. 

Competition. 

i  Watch  your  competitors,  of  course,  but  don't  worry  too 
much  because  they  are  selling  something  a  halfpenny  lower 
than  you.  This  may  be  only  a  sprat  to  catch  a  mackerel ; 
you  must  look  after  the  mackerel.  There  is  a  more  serious 
kind  of  competition  than  that — namely,  quality  and  service. 
It  is  on  the  latter  I  wish  to  lay  stress.  Give  the  best  quality 
always,  and  then  see  that  you  are  giving  the  best  service. 

A  pleasant  face  for  every  customer ;  no  grumbling  when 
asked  to  exchange  some  article;  satisfy  them  or  give  the 
money  back.    Marshall  Field  it  was  who  said,  "  The  cus- 


tomer is  always  right."  Don't  be  continually  pushing  your 
own  when  asked  for  an  advertised  line.  People  soon  tire 
of  this,  and  go  where  they  get  what  they  ask  for.  You 
may  be  selling  just  as  cheap  as  the  man  down  the  street, 
but  take  care  that  there  are  no  reasons  why  people  would 
rather  go  to  the  other  shop.  Don't  make  promises  if  you 
cannot  keep  them,  just  to  prevent  the  customer  going  else- 
where. War-time  is  no  excuse  for  broken  promises,  and  a 
disappointed  customer  is  worse  than  no  customer  at  all. 
Make  yours  a  personal  business;  personality  is  one  of  the 
greatest  assets  to  the  smaJl  retailer. 

About  your  Window. 
Here,  again,  is  a  fane  opportunity  for  personality.  Make 
your  window  different  from  others.    Don't  attempt  to  crowd 
some  of  every  article  you  stock  into  it,  as  if  it  were  a 
sort  of  art  gallery.    To  get  100  per  cent,  value  from  a  shop- 
window  it  should  be  dressed  with  the  following  objects  : 
First,  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  passer-by. 
Second,  to  excite  curiosity. 
Third,  to  create  a  desire  to  buy. 

Fourth  (most  important),  to  entice  the  probable  customer 
into  the  shop. 

A  window  filled  up  with  twenty  or  thirty  different  articles 
cannot  possibly  do  this.  When  a  person  is  confronted  with 
such  a  window  the  result  is  something  as  follows :  There 
being  no  particular  article  to  attract  definitely  the  attention 
of  a  person  passing  hurriedly,  only  about  2  per  cent,  of 
the  passers  look  in  the  window  at  all,  and  their  minds  are 
so  confused  by  the  variety  of  articles  displayed  that  the 
ultimate  result  is  no  purchase  at  all,  and  no  lasting  impres- 
sion of  any  particular  article.  Many  chemists  believe  that 
they  lose  sales  by  not  showing  one  or  more  of  every  article 
stocked.  I  think  that  is  a  mistake.  Make  suggestion  a 
selling-force  in  your  windows;  dress  them  to  sell,  not  to 
show  goods.  Some  men  take  infinite  pains  in  dressing  their 
windows,  but  omit  one  very  essential  point,  the  price-ticket. 
The  price  is  what  clinches  a  sale,  and  many  a  customer 
turns  away  rather  than  go  inside  to  ask  the  cost  of  some 
article  he  would  buy  if  he  knew  the  price.  If  your  prices 
are  right,  don't  be  afraid  to  make  them  known ;  if  they 
are  not,  make  them  right  or  give  up  selling  altogether. 

Advertising. 

At  the  present  time  advertising  is  restricted  by  the 
Paper  Restriction  (Posters  and  CircularsJ  Consolidation 
Oi'der,  but  the  newspaper  Press  is  still  available  for  chemists 
who  wish  to  make  announcements  to  the  public.  It  should 
be  noted  also  that  retailers  may  exhibit  on  their  premises 
posters  of  goods  sold  at  the  premises  where  the  poster  is 
shown.  Posters  may  not  be  made  which  exceed  two  thousand 
four  hundred  square  inches  in  superficial  measurement, 
but  posters  relating_  to  the  same  subject  may  be  exhibited 
at  the  place  of  business  of  the  person  advertising-  so  long 
as  in  the  aggregate  they  do  not  exceed  a  superficial  area 
of  two  thousand  four  hundred  square  inches.  The  posters 
must  not  refer  to  any  competition  involving  guessing  or 
any  test  of  skill.  If  you  use  newspaper  advertisements 
change  them  frequently,  and  let  them  have  the  personal 
touch  which  will  link  them  up  with  3Tour  pharmacy. — 
Herbert  F.  Kcndrick.

National  Health  Insurance  Dispensing, 

says  Mr.  James  Dick, 
does  not  increase  profits.  Is  he  on  tae  panel,  and,  if  so, 
why  so,  since  the  work  does  not  pay?  I  confess  I  get  a 
little  tired  of  these  protestations.  1  have  never  taken  an 
exaggerated  view  of  the  value  of  Insurance  work,  and. 
have  consistently  contended  that  it  is  shamefully  ill-paid, 
but  to  say  that  it  bears  no  profit  is  to  say  what  is  not 
true.  Taken  alone — that  is,  if  we  did  nothing  else — it 
might  not  be  worth  doing,  but  is  there  any  single  depart- 
ment of  our  business  which,  taken  alone,  would  be  ? 
Would  patents  ?  Would  sundries  ?  Would  the  amount  of 
general  dispensing  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  most  chemists  ? 
Very  few  of  us  could  carry  on  long  if  our  business  were 
confined  to  any  one  of  these,  yet  in  the  aggregate  they 
do  pay,  some  better,  others  not  so  well.  It  is  not  a  case 
of  making 'the  roundabouts  pay  for  the  swing- boats  either, 
though,  as  Mr.  Dick  admits,  one  thing  brings  customers 
for  another.  This  is  pre-eminently  true  of  Insurance 
dispensing,  if  it  is  properly  managed ;  we  get  a  little  out 
of  it  directly,  but  may  get  even  more  indirectly.  We 
only  injure  our  case  for  higher  fees  by  such  exaggerated 
statements  as  Mr.  Dick's,  and  it  is  more  manly  to  admit 
at  once  that  ours  is  of  necessity,  under  existing  conditions, 
a  miscellaneous  business,  and  can  only  be  carried  on  profit- 
ably as  such. 

It  is  Not  Obscurely  Hinted 

that  the  subscription  of  members 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  be  raised  very  soon. 
The  finances  of  the  Society  have  become  a  "problem" 
for  "  the  serious  consideration"  of  the  Council;  examina- 
tion-fees dwindle  in  number,  membership  does  not  increase 
sufficiently  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  and- — well,  I  confess 
I  do  not  know  what  the  other  difficulties  are,  for  the 
finances  of  the  Society  as  reflected  in  the  annual  balance- 
sheet  are  a  problem  I  long  since  gave  up  attempting  to 
solve.  But  apparently  subscriptions  will  have  to  be  raised 
if  disaster  is  to  be  averted,  and  the  question  every  mem- 
ber should  ask  himself  in  time  is,  What  is  membership 
actually  worth  to  me  ?  I"  am  not  suggesting  that  it  is  not, 
and  will  not  be.  even  if  the  subscription  is  raised,  worth 
while  to  be  a  member.  It  ought  to  be  worth  anybody's 
while,  and  might  be,  if  the  Society  were  a  democratic  body 
really  reflecting  the  ideas  of  its  rank-and-file;  but  is  it? 
And,  if  not,  ought  not  the  present  necessity  to  be  made  the 
occasion  of  the  needed  reform  ?  I  throw  out  the  hint 
merely  for  the  consideration  of  all  concerned. 

A  Gibe  in  "  Punch" 

is  hardly  a  sufficient  ground  for  an  indict- 
ment of  so  extensive  and  important  a  trade  as  that  in 
proprietaries,  and  to  speak,  as  your  correspondent  "  Vigil  " 
does,  of  this  somewhat  feeble  joke  as  an  expression  of  the 
real  opinion  of  the  public  who  support  patent  medicines 
is  the  very  height  of  absurdity.  If  the  public 
"  know  all  about  "  these  medicines  in  the  sense  intended 
by  "Vigil,"  why  on  earth  do  they  buy  them?  That 
some  patents  have  a  good  deal  "  of  what  is  called  hum- 
bug "  about  them  may  be  true,  but  to  class  them  all  as 
sheer  humbug  is  to  bring  an  indictment  not  only  against 
them,  but  against  human  nature  itself.  Anybody,  it 
has  been  said,  can  fool  a  good  many  people  for  a  time, 
but  nobody  can  fool  all  the  people  for  all  the  time.  I 
commend  to  your  correspondent  a  consideration  of  the 
debate  on  proprietaries  in  Paris,  as  reported  by  your 
correspondent  in  that  city.  There  was  no  lack  of  plain 
speaking  about  these  medicines,  but  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  clearly  was  that  although  the  trade  in  them  may 
need  regulating  it  is  idle  to  think  of  suppressing  it 
altogether.    But  ("  Vigil  "  may  say)  that  is  no  reason  why 

Pharmacists  Should  Soil  their  Hands 

with  the  traffic  ;  let 
the  grocer,  who  knows  no  better,  and  who  is,  after  all, 
only  a  grocer,  do  that.    Now.  it  seems  to  me.  on  the 


contrary,  that  if  this  trade  is  in  need  of  regulation  ours 
are  precisely  the  hands  to  which  it  should  be  entrusted. 
We  do  know  ail,  or  at  least  something,  about  it;  we  can 
discriminate,  check,  advise,  and  to  some  extent  can 
prevent  the  grosser  evils  of  self-medication  ;  we  are  not 
mere  machines  for  "feeding"  to  the  public  what  they 
crave  for,  or  what  is  forced  upon  them  by  unscrupulous 
advertisement.  Only  to  the  extent  to  which  we  are  so  can 
wo  be  said  to  soil  our  hands  in  this  business.  If  only  we 
had  a  concerted  policy  with  regard  to  it,  and  some 
approximation  to  a  corporate  conscience,  very  little  in  the 
way  of  Government  control,  or  indeed  none  at  all,  would 
be  needed. 

The  Happy  Lot  of  the  Apprentice  of  To-day 

would  be  set  in  a 

still  stronger  light  if  it  were  compared  with  conditions 
existing  not  twenty  years  ago,  as  by  Mr.  Tainsh  at 
Edinburgh,  but  with  those  of  my  time,  rather  more  than 
fifty  years  since.  During  the  four  years  over  which  my 
apprenticeship  extended,  my  business-hours  were  from 
8  a.m.  to  10.30  p.m.,  and  later  still  on  Saturdays.  I  had 
one  evening  in  the  week  off,  evening  beginning  directly 
after  tea,  but  tea,  like  all  my  other  meals,  was  a  movable 
feast,  and  apt  to  be  prolonged  indefinitely  by  calls  into 
the  shop.  My  "  educational  facilities,"  as  they  were 
termed  in  my  indentures,  were  strictly  of  the  Squeerian 
order;  I  learnt  the  business  by  doing  most  of  the  work, 
which  was  of  a  very  miscellaneous  kind.  Nominally  this 
was  under  the  supervision  of  my  governor,  who  was  well  • 
up  in  the  practical  work  of  the  shop,  and  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  but  whom  nothing  could  induce  for  long  to  give 
up  to  business  what  was  meant  for  mankind.  The  only 
books  to  which  I  had  access  were  the  Pharmacopoeia,  a 
"  Squire,"  and  Beasley's  "  Receipt  Book  "  ;  I  was  allowed 
to  study  in  the  shop  after  8  p.m.  (the  busiest  time  of  the 
day  usually),  and  I  was  entitled  to  an  hour  every  day  for 
attendance  at  lectures.  Unfortunately  there  were  no  lec- 
tures to  attend,  and  my  hour,  when  I  got  it  (which  was 
not  very  often),  was  spent  in  errands  to  wholesale  houses. 
But  we  dispensed  a  fair  number  of  prescriptions  daily, 
and  made  various  more  or  less  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions, ranging  from  furniture-polish  to  the  simpler  tinc- 
tures, and  there  is  no  record  of  my  having  poisoned 
anybody. 

Substitutes  for  Tea 

.  have  been  so  much  inquired  for  of  late 
that  I  wonder  nobody  has  suggested  the  revival  of  that, 
once  very  popular  beverage  saloop.  There  is  some  ques- 
tion as  to  what  saloop  was,  due,  I  suppose,  to  the  fact 
that  the  name  has  'been  given  to  more  than  one  thing.  It 
is  an  altered  form  of  salep,  a  name  usually  given  to  th<s 
starchy  meal  obtained  from  several  orchidaceous  plants, 
and  saloop,  or  salup,  was  no  doubt  originally  made  from 
the  dried  tubers  of  some  species  of  Orchis  brought  from 
the  East.  In  one  of  Mrs.  Centlivre's  plays  it  is  spoken 
of  as.  being  hawked  about  London,  and  the  speaker  asks 
what  it  was  made  of.  Mrs.  Glasse  describes  it  as  "a 
hard  stone  ground  to  powder,  and  generally  sold  for  one 
shilling  an  ounce."  Down  to  the  middle  of  last  century 
or  later  the  terms  salep,  salop,  and  saloop  were  indiffer- 
ently applied  to  a  drink  made  from  orchis-roots,  but  long 
before  that  a  "tea"  made  of  sassafras  had  in  general 
use  superseded  this,  or  so  I  gather  from  the  fact  that 
Charles  Lamb,  who  supplies  the  lorus  classicus  for  the 
word  saloop,  says  that  the  "  groundwork  "  of  the  drink 
was  "  the  sweet  wood  yclept  sassafras."  He  confesses 
that  his  own  "  olfactories  "  revolt  at  its  odour,  even  as  it 
is  dispensed  by  Mr.  Read  at  "the  only  Salopian  house," 
his  shop  in  'Fleet  Street,  but  says  that  to  many  tastes  it 
has  "  a  delicacy  beyond  the  China  luxury,"  and  adds 
that  a  basin  of  it  at  three-halfpence,  accompanied  by  a 
slice  of  bread-and-hutter  at  a  halfpenny,  is  an  ideal  break- 
fast for  a  chimney-sweep.  TFrs  was  nearly  a  hundred 
years  after  Alleyne  in  his  "  Dispensatory  "  had  spoken 
of  sassafras  tea  as  "  a  fashion  in  families,"  and  one  that 
would  have  been  more  common  but  for  "the  scandal  of 
it's  being  good  in  Venereal  cases."

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Editorial  Articles. 

South  African  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Bill. 

The  new  South  African  Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  of  the  Union 
Parliament  in  1917,  passed  the  third  reading  during 
last  Session,  and  when  Parliament  reopens  this  month 
it  will  in  all  likelihood  pass  the  House  of  Assembly, 
and  will  then  quickly  be  placed  on  the  Statute  Book. 


We  outlined  the  principal  points  of  the  Bill,  as  they 
affected  chemists  and  druggists,  in  our  issue  of  June  2, 
1917  (p.  38),  but  since  then  the  Bill  has  been  amended 
in  Select  Committee,  and  several  important  alterations 
have  been  made.  It  will  be  remembered  that  consider- 
able anxiety  was  caused  in  pharmaceutical  circles 
throughout  the  Union  in  regard"  to  Clause  31,  Sub- 
Section  b  (Chap.  III.),  which  was  as  follows  : 

"  Any  person  who,  not  being  registered  as  a  medical 
practitioner,  (b)  professes  to  pursue,  or  by  advertisement, 
representation,  or  any  means  whatsoever  holds  himself  out 
as  pursuing-,  the  calling  of  a  medical  practitioner,  or  pro- 
fesses to  diagnose  disease,  bodily  defects,  or  injuries,  and 
thereafter  to  prescribe  for  or  treat  the  same,  or  professes  to 
give  advica  in  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  or  holds 
himself  out  as  aforesaid  as  so  acting." 

It  was  felt  that  if  this  clause  was  passed  as  printed  it 
would  take  away  all  privileges  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists in  regard  to  legitimate  prescribing  for  minor 
ailments,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  a 
mitigation.  These  efforts  have  now  been  successful,  and 
we  congratulate  the  pharmacists  of  South  Africa  on 
their  being  able  to  convince  the  authorities  that  legiti- 
mate prescribing  has  always  been  one  of  their  privileges. 
The  amended  clause  now  reads  as  follows  : 

"  31.  Any  person  who,  not  being  registered  as  a  medical 
practitioner ;  (b)  professes  to  pursue,  or  by  advertisement, 
representation,  or  any  means  whatsoever,  holds  himself  out 
as  pursuing,  the  calling  of  a  medical  practitioner  or  professes 
to  diagnose  disease  or  injuries,  and  thereafter  to  prescribe 
for  or  treat- the  same,  or  holds  himself  out  as  aforesaid 
as  so  acting," 

The  omission  of  the  woids  "bodily  defects''  and  the 
sentence  "or  professes  to  give  advice  in  medicine,  sur- 
gery, or  midwifery,"  in  the  new  clause  are  the  points 
f6r  which  chemists  and  druggists  and  opticians  have  been 
fighting,  and  this  exclusion  is  directly  due  to  the  evi- 
dence given  before  the  Select  Committee  by  Mr.  Albert 
Walsh,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Board  of  the 
Cape  Province,  and  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  President  of 
the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board.  The  whole  of  this 
evidence  affords  an  interesting  chapter  on,  prescribing 
for  minor  ailments.  The  words  "  bodily  defects  or  in- 
juries "  would  have  vitally  affected  the  business  of 
chemists  many  of  whom  carry  on  optical  work,  and  the 
public  would  have  been  caused  inconvenience  and 
hardship.  In  fact,  sight-testing  and  other  optical 
practice  would  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  medical 
men.  It  may  be  recalled  that  the  British  Institute  of 
Ophthalmic  Opticians  took  this  matter  up  in  June  last, 
and  sent  a  protest  to  the  Cape  authorities  and  General 
Smuts.  Among  other  interesting  matters  dealt  with  by 
the  Bill  is  the  stricter  control  of  the  regulation  of 
importation,  sale,  and  use  of  opium  and  other  habit- 
forming  drugs,  and  of  articles  for  preventing  conception. 
In  regard  to  the  latter,  it  is  now  enacted  that 

"  No  person  other  than  a  pharmacist  shall  import,  keep 
for  sale,  or  sell,  barter,  or  exchange  or  otherwise  supply 
any  article  or  appliance  calculated  to  prevent  or  intended 
for  the  prevention  of  conception ;  and  no  pharmacist  shall 
sell,  barter,  exchange  or  otherwise  supply  any  such  article 
or  appliance  to  any  person  apparently  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  otherwise  than  m  accordance  with 
regulations." 

The  above  is  a  new  provision,  and  a  step  in  advance  of 
what  obtains  in  this  country.  Moreover,  it  indicates 
that  the  official  point  of  view  is  one  of  faith  in  the 
pharmacist,  who  may  be  trusted  to  carry  out  the  law 
with  discretion.  The  Bill  contains  two  schedules  dealing 
with  poisons,  the  second  comprising  habit-forming  drugs, 
the  following  being  named  :  Coca-leaves,  cocaine  (includ- 
ing all  preparations,  salts,  derivatives  or  admixtures 
prepared  therefrom  or  therewith,  and  containing  more 
than  0.1  per  cent,  of  cocaine);  "dagga,"  "wild  dagga," 
"red  dagga,"  or  "klip  dagga,"  heroin,  Indian  hemp, 
morphine,  and  opium,  and  any  other  substance  which  may 
be  added  to  the  Schedule  under  Section  61  of  the  Act 
The  foregoing  drugs,  when  the  Bill  becomes  law  will 
only  be  allowed  importation  under  permit,  and  Chap- 
ter VI.  of  the  Act  describes  the  conditions  of  sale,  pro- 
cedure, registration,  etc.,  in  regard  to  such.      On  the 
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whole,  the  Bill,  which  is  mostly  a  consolidating  and 
amending  one,  is  considered  good,  arid  we  understand 
is  welcome  throughout  the  "Union. 


Insurance  Dispensing  Difficulties. 

I.  Appliances. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  complaints  and  inquiries 
received  on  the  subject  of  appliances  ordered  for  insured 
persons,  there  is  still  much  misconception  on  the  part  of 
both  doctors  and  chemists  as  to  what  appliances  may, 
or  may  not,  be  supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund. 
Such  confusion  on  this  point  as  undoubtedly  exists  is 
apparently  due  to  failure  to  grasp  the  fact  that,  while 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  allows  a  very  wide 
discretion  in  the  matter  of  drugs  and  medicines  that  may 
be  supplied  at  the  cost  of  the  Drug  Fund,  it  somewhat 
rigidly  restricts  the  doctor's  choice  of  appliances,  or 
permits  the  Insurance  Commissioners  so  to  restrict  it. 
Thus,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  every  Insurance 
Committee  is  required  to' provide  for  the  supply  of 
"  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medicines  and  -pre- 
scribed appliances  to  insured  persons  in  accordance  with 
regulations  made  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners." 
The  word  here  printed  in  italics  furnishes  the  clue  to 
the  difference  in  what  is  permitted.  While  any  drug 
or  medicine  considered  proper  may  be  allowed  and  paid 
for  by  an  Insurance  Committee,  only  such  appliances  as 
are  prescribed  in  a  list  issued  by  the  Commissioners  may 
be  so  allowed  and  paid  for.  The  list  of  prescribed 
appliances  issued  by  the  Commissioners  constitutes  the 
Second  Schedule,  to  the  Regulations1,  and  includes  the 
following  articles  : 

Bandages :  Oalico  (bleached  or  unbleached),  crepe, 
domette,  elastic  web,  flannel,  indiarubber,  muslin,  plaster 
of  Paris,  open-wove. 

Gauzes :  Unmedicated,  boric,  carbolic,  cyanide,  iodoform, 
picric,  sal-alembroth,  sublimate. 
Lints :  Unmedicated,  boric,  sal-alembroth. 
Cotton-wool :  Unmedicated,  boric,  sal-alembroth. 
Catheters :  Gum-elastic,  soft  rubber. 
Ice-bags :  Indiarubber,  check  sheeting. 
Wood-wool j  tow  (plain);  oiled  silk,  paper,  or  cambric; 
guttapercha  tissue ;  adhesive  plaster  :  splints. 
A  chemist  may  safely  supply  any  appliance  covered  by 
the  wording  of  this  Second  Schedule,  when  properly 
ordered  for  an  insured  person,  with  the  definite  pro- 
spect of  having  it  allowed  and  paid  for  by  the  Insurance 
Committee.  It  does  not  matter  that  the  appliance 
ordered  by  the  doctor  is  not  specifically  named  in  the 
printed  Tariff ;  if  the  Second  Schedule  allows  it,  the 
appliance  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  Drug  Fund.  Thus, 
splints  of  all  kinds  and  sizes  are  allowed  by  the  Schedule, 
while  the  only  restrictions  upon  the  supply  of  ice-bags 
and  catheters  are  that  they  must  be  made  of  certain 
specified  materials.  Again,  though  the  Tariff  speci-  j 
fies  only  particular  lengths  and  widths  of  bandages,  the 
Schedule  permits  them  to  be  supplied  of  any  length  or  ' 
width.  Appliances  which  have  been  ordered  in  pre- 
scriptions for  insured  persons,  but  may  not  be  paid  for 
cut  of  the  Drug  Fund,  include  the  following :  Camel- 
hair  pencils  and  brushes  ;  caustic-holders  ;  catgut  sutures  ; 
elastic  knee-caps  and  stockings ;  eye  baths  and  shades ; 
finger-stalls ;  gamgee  tissue ;  glass  rods  and  syringes ; 
jaconet ;  medicine  droppers  and  measures ;  safety-pins ; 
sprays ;  thermometers  ;  throat-brushes  ;  trusses.  All  or 
any  of  these  may  be  supplied  without  question  if 
ordered  in  Sanatorium  Benefit  prescriptions,  but  that 
is  because  their  expense  is  not  then  defrayed  out  of  the 
Drug  Fund.  If,  however,  any  appliance  not  covered  by 
the  wording  of  the  Second  Schedule  be  ordered,  except 
in  a  Sanatorium  Benefit  prescription,  it  should  only  be 
supplied  by  the  chemist  at  the  cost  of  the  patient,  and 
that  particular  item  in  the  prescription  should  be  scored 
through  before  the  form  is  despatched  to  the  Pricing 
Office.  With  regard  to  jaconet  and  gamgee  tissue  there 
has  been  considerable  doubt  in  many  quarters,  but  it 
is  clear  that  they  cannot  pass  the  test  of  the  Second 
Schedule.  Doctors  who  are  in  the  habit  of  ordering  them 
should  have  the  position  explained  to  them,  and  be 
asked  not  to  continue  to  prescribe  those  articles. 


Reconstruction  Problems. 

HI. — Education. 

This  Issue,  the  first  of  the  New  Year,  is  an  appro- 
priate one  in  which  to  resume  the  consideration  of 
the  special  pharmaceutical  problems  which  will  need 
facing  before  or  after  the  termination  of  the  war.  If 
our  leaders  take  a  broad  view  of  their  responsibilities, 
and  exhibit  a  certain  amount  of  boldness,  which  the 
occasion  demands,  the  charter  objects  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  will  be  strengthened  and  the  outlook 
of  pharmacy  as  a  national  asset  brightened.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  through  indifference,  preoccupation,  or 
the  restricted  outlook  of  personal  interests,  these  prob- 
lems are  shirked,  it  will  soon  be  realised  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  so  liberally  endowed  with  money 
by  the  drug-trade,  has  failed  in  its  objects.  It  has  been 
hinted  to  us  on  more  than  one  occasion  that  if  any  sug- 
gested reform  orginates  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
that  is  sufficient  to  discredit  it  in  official  circles.  To 
be  just,  however,  we  do  not  think  this  is  so,  because 
many  of  the  ideas  first  put  forward  in  this  journal 
have  been  adopted  officially — tardily  perhaps — to  the 
benefit  of  the  trade.  It  may  appear  to  some  observers 
that  officials  do  not  like  suggestions  from  outside,  but 
we  hold  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  chemists  to 
force  the  pace  so  that  the  present  generation  may  benefit 
from  the  betterment  to  bring  about  which  should  be 
the  object  of  all  reform. 

It  is  perhaps  also  appropriate  that  the  subject  of 
the  first  article  in  the  New  Year  is  the  thorny  one  of 
education,  which  lies  at  the  root  of  future  progress. 
The  difficulties  are  great,  but  not  unsmmountable  if  the 
"open  mind"  replaces  the  closed  mind  and  settled  con- 
victions of  the  nineteenth  century,  which  must  now  be 
modified  to  bring  these  views  into  line  -with  changed 
conditions.  The  article  which  appeared  in  our  last 
Educational  Number  (August  18,  1917)  was  written  just 
after  the  introduction  of  the  new  Education  Bill,  and 
indicated  the  important  bearing  which  that  measure  has 
upon  the  future  education  of  apprentices  to  pharmacy. 
The  Bill  has  since  made  no  progress  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  but  there  is  a  definite  arrangement  that  a 
new  Bill,  altered  in  accordance  with  the  criticisms  re- 
ceived since  last  August,  is  to  be  introduced  when 
Parliament  meets  again  in  the  middle  of  January.  The 
chief  features  with  which  we  are  concerned  of  the 
original  Bill  were— 

1.  Compulsory  school  attendance  for  all  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  fourteen  years. 

2.  Compulsory  attendance  at  continuation  schools  up  to 
the  age  cf  eighteen  for  a  period  of  320  hours  in  the  year, 
or  the  equivalent  of  eight  hours  a  week  for  forty  weeks. 

The  attendances  at  continuation  classes  are  required  to 
be  in  the  daytime  and  not  at  times  which  are  ordinarily 
holidays.  Assuming  that  these  features  of  the  Bill 
have  not  been  modified,  the  problem  is  presented  of 
utilising  these  320  hours  a  year  so  that  a  group  of  sub- 
jects is  taken  of  use  to  pharmacy  students.  Reference, 
however,  should  first  be  made  to  the  development  of  the 
negotiations  which  have  been  in  progress  for  some  years 
between  the  Board  of  Education  and  authorities  con- 
ducting Preliminary  examinations.  The  object  of  the 
movement,  which  began  before  the  war,  was  to  simplify 
and  co-ordinate  the  Preliminary  examinations  required 
for  entrance  to  universities  and  professional  bodies,  but 
in  view  of  the  introduction  since  of  the  Education  Bill 
the  matter  has  assumed  additional  importance.  Under 
the  scheme  only  two  external  examinations  would  be  held 
in  the  course  of  school  life,  these  to  be  for  pupils  at  the 
ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  respectively.  The  first 
examination  would  be  designed  to  test  the  results  of  the 
course  of  general  education  before  the  pupil  begins  such  a 
degree  of  specialisation  as  is  suitable  for  advanced  work  in 
secondary  schools.  Schools  would  be  required  to  present 
a  form  or  forms  as  a  whole,  and  not  individual  pupils. 
The  condition  of  passing  would  be  that  the  candidates 
should  have  reaohed  the  required  standard  in  the  three 
main  groups  of  school  subjects — (1)  English,  (2)  foreign 
languages,  and  (3)  mathematics  and  science.    The  group 
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of  subjects,  and  not  individual  subjects,  will  be  the  unit 
in  respect  of  which  success  or  failure  will  be  determined. 
The  standard  should  be  such  that  a  pass  with  credit 
would  entitle  a  candidate  to  admission  to  a  university, 
and  a  slightly  lower  standard  should  be  accepted  for  an 
ordinary  pass.  The  last-named  is  obviously  suitable  for 
acceptance  as  an  entrance  examination  for  professional 
and  other  bodies.  Assuming,  therefore,  that  a  chemist's 
apprentice  had  passed  the  above-mentioned  examination, 
the  educational  period  between  the  age  of  sixteen  and 
eighteen,  which  is  to  be  occupied  with  continuation 
classes,  could  very  well  be  devoted  to  science  subjects 
required  for  the  pharmaceutical  qualifying  examination. 
These  are  botany,  chemistry,  and  physics.  A  certain 
proportion  of  the  time  would  be  allocated  for  practical 
work  in  botany  and  chemistry,  but  chemistry  having  a 
direct  bearing  on  pharmacy — conveniently  designated 
pharmaceutical  chemistry — could  be  delegated  to  the 
technical  examination  (final  or  qualifying),  which  the 
student  would  take  at  twenty-one.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  with  tne  proposed  reorganisation  of  the  examina- 
tions and  the  requirements  pf  the  Education  Bill  an 
excellent  basis  exists  not  only  for  a  division  of  the 
qualifying  examination  but  for  a  curriculum  of  study. 
At  eighteen  a  candidate  would  present  to  the  Registrar 
his  school  certificates  for  preliminary  and  scientific  sub- 
jects, and  be  entitled  to  registration  as  an  assistant.  The 
fee  for  this  registration  should  be  nominal,  as  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  would  have  done  nothing  that  would 
involve  expense.  The  question  of  how  the  hours  of 
study  at,  continuation  schools  should  be  divided  between 
the  various  subjects,  and  also  the  modifications  required 
in  the  qualifying  examination,  must  be  left  for  a  sub- 
sequent article.  We  may  remark,  however,  that  the  con- 
tinuation school  hours  devoted  to  science  subjects  need 
not  necessarily  ^be  exactly  the  same  in  number  as  those 
mentioned  in  the  Education  Bill.  It  will  be  understood 
also  that  the  Preliminary  examination  -here  referred  to 
would  not  be  the  only  acceptable  one,  and  that  it  will 
necessarily  be  some  years  before  the  new  plan  can  be  in 
working  order. 

War  Students. 

An_  amendment  of  Statute  III.  of  the  Statutes  of  the 
University  of  London  has1  been  sanctioned  by  the  Privy 
Council,  which  enables  the  University  to  waive  any  con- 
ditions of  the  Statute  (which  refers  to  the  granting  of 
degrees)  in  such  a  way  as  will  prevent,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, any  student  of  the  University  from  being  placed 
at  a  disadvantage  through  going  on  active  service  or 
undertaking  other  approved  duties  in  connection  with 
national  defence.  The  Senate  may  accept  such  test  as 
it  may  consider  adequate  in  lieu  of  the  prescribed  ex- 
aminations. Will  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  please  note  this?

Qualitative  Analysis. 
A  Mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  sub- 
ject of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The  mix- 
ture will  comprise  acids  and*  inorganic  bases  occurring  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a 
thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to 
be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances 
detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  6alts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  January  8, 
on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports 
will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  January  19.  Each  report 
should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and 
should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this 
list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should 
be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts 
composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  third  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter  session. 
The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in  this  series  of 
analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants 
who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland, 
which  fact  must  be  attested  on  their  reports. 


Committee  on  the  Neglect  of  Science. — A  Report  of  this 
Committee,  which  has  just  been  issued,  deals  with  the  Report 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  (Mr.  Stanley  _  Leathes) 
on  modifications  in  the  Civil  Service  examinations.

Knox,  Robert,  M.D.,  etc.  Radiography  and  Radiothera- 
■peutics-  Vol.  I.  Radiography.  IO3  x  6f.  Pp.  xxv  +  401, 
with  323  illustrations.  2nd  edition.  30s.  net.  (Adam  & 
Charles  Black,  Ltd.,  Soho  Square,  London.)  [We  reviewed 
the  "first  edition  of  this  book  in  1915  and  pronounced  it 
excellent.  The  present  edition  has  been  divided  into  two 
volumes,  the  one  before  us  being  that  which  deals  with 
the  technique  and  methods  of  diagnosis  by  means  of  a;-rays. 
Considerable  alterations  have  been  made,  the  chapters 
having  been  extended  and  a  full  description  given  of 
stereoscopic  radiography.  A  new  section  deals  with  radio- 
graphy in  war-time,  and  Dr.  Knox,  being  a  captain  in  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  and  in  charge  of  the  x-ray 
department  of  the  4th  London  General  Hospital,  has 
obtained  plenty  of  experience  to  enable  him  to  deal  with 
this  matter  effectively.  There  is  also  a  section  describing 
the  appearances  of  gas  in  the  tissues.  The  chapters  deal- 
ing with  the  examination  of  the  thorax  and  of  ther  alimentary 
system  have  been  considerably  enlarged.  The  illustrations 
are  beautifully  reproduced,  and  it  is  evident  that  much  care 
has  been  expended  upon  the  details  of  the  work,  so  that  the 
high  standard  set  by  the  first  edition  is  raised  consider- 
ably. It  is  the  finest  book  on  the  subject  we  know  of,  and 
the  details  given  of  the  apparatus  and  manipulation  are 
such  as  radiographers  will  appreciate.] 

London  Dermatological  Society.  Transactions  and  Sixth 
Annual  Report.  8£  in.  x  5£  in.  Pp.  82.  Paper  cover. 
2s.  6d.  (London:  Bale,  Sons  &  Daniels^on,  Ltd.,  83-91  Great 
Titchfield  Street,  W.  1.)  [Contains  the  papers  read  before 
the  Society  in  the  session  1916-17.  These  include  a  paper 
by  Dr.  Bunch  on  salvarsan  and  its  substitutes,  which  brings 
together  some  useful  information  on  a  subject  which  is 
much  "  in  the  air"  at  the  present  moment.  Another  paper 
is  on  skin-disea-es  as  military  disabilities.] 

Patterson,  Austin  M.  A  German-English  Dictionary  for 
Chemists.  1\  in.  x  41  in.  Pp.  xvi  +  316.  9s.  td.  net. 
(London :  Chapman  &  Hall,  Ltd.,  11  Henrietta  Street, 
Covent  Garden,  W.C.  2.)  [Those  who  have  occasion  to 
consult  technical  works  in  German  often  find  a  difficulty 
in  getting  at  the  meaning  of  particular  words  used  in 
a  special  sense.  It  is  often  necessary  to  consult  the  larger 
general  dxtionaries  before  a  correct  idea  is  obtained  of 
the  proper  translation.  Dr.  Patterson  has  now  brought 
together  in  a  handy  form  the  general  and  technical  words 
met  with  in  German  chemical  literature.  General  words 
are  included  in  cases  where  they  have  a  chemical  meaning 
and  the  parts  of  simple  verbs  where  these  are  not  easily 
deducpd  from  the  root.  Words  which  are  the  same  in 
English  and  German  are  not  given.  So  far  as  we  have 
tested  the  dictionary  it  has  fulfilled  the  expectations  raised 
by  the  author's  preface.  The  book  has  been  produced  in 
the  United  States,  and  in  consequence  one  comes  across 
a  few  idiosyncrasies  in  the  way  of  spelling,  but  these  are 
not  difficult  to  those  who  are  accustomed  to  reading 
American  chemical  literature.] 

The  Railway  and  Commercial  Oazetter  of  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Wales.  10  x  6^  in.  Pp.  xxiv  4-  704.  Seventeenth 
edition.  15.?.  net.  (MoCorquodale  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Cardington 
Street,  Hampstead  Road,  London,  N.W.  1.)  [A  recently 
corrected  issue  of  this  guide  to  towns  and  smaller  places. 
Owing  to  its  arrangement  in  tabular  form,  all  the  par- 
ticulars desired  concerning  a  place-name  can  be  obtained 
practically  at  a  glance — e.g.,  the  nearest  railway  station, 
population,  distance  from  London,  railway  connections,  and 
distance  from  station.  Names  of  stations  are  shown  in 
bold  tvne,  and  there  are  other  ingenious  features  to  facili- 
tate reference.  It  is  a  very  useful  reference-book  in  busi- 
ness houses.] 

Tognoli,  Ed?ardo.  Reagents  and  Reactions.  Translated 
from  the  Italian  by  C.  Ainsworth  Mitchell,  B.A.,  F.I.C. 
6§  in.  x  41  in.  Pp.  228.  6s.  net.  (London:  J.  &  A. 
Churchill,  7  Great  Marlborough  Street,  W.  1.)  [Dr. 
Togno'i  is  a  professor  in  the  University  of  Modena, 'and 
has  gathered  together  in  a  convenient  form  the  most  im- 
portant chemical  reactions  which  are  known  by  the  names 
of  th°  chemist  or  medical  man  who  first  devised  the  tests. 
This  book  has  been  carefully  translated  by  Mr.  Ainsworth 
Mitchell,  who  has  added  other  reactions  which  he  regards 
as  nr>cessarv  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  work  more 
useful  for  reference  purposes.  The  book  begins  with  notes 
on  the  tests  of  purity  of  the  more  important  reagents,  and 
then  ahout  150  pages  are  devoted  to  reagents  and  re- 
actions arransred  under  the  name's  of  the  originators.  A 
chanter  on  test-papers  and  a  collective  index  of  the  uses 
of  t.Ve  different  reagents  conclude  the  volume.  Dr.  Tognoli's 
book  replaces  completely  ,  the  Teuton  works  upon  which 
ch"m;<=ts  have  hitherto  been  dependent  for  similar  infor- 
mation.]

To  Make  a  Kilogram 

of  Paraffin. 

Take  i  gram  of  brilliant  green  or  2  grams  of  scarlet-red 
or  flavine  [acriflavine],  and  40  grams  of  lanoline,  rub  up  the 
coloured  material  with  the  adeps  Lanse  hydrosus  until  a 
highly  coloured  smooth  paste  is  obtained  which  contains  no 
undisintegrated  particles  of  the  dye;  using  about  half  an 
ounce  of  water  assists  the  solution  of  the  dyes.  Melt  the 
paraffinum  durum  (678  grams),  and  add  210  grams  of  paraf- 
finum molle  and  50  c.c.  of  olive  oil.  Let  the  temperature  of 
the  resulting  mixture  sink  to  at  least  65°  C,  then  stir  in 
the  previously  prepared  lanoline  paste,  stirring  until 
thoroughly  mixed.  At  about  55°  C.  add  20  c.c.  of 
eucalyptus  oil,  stir,  and  allow  to  solidify. 

The  adeps  lanse  hydrosus  is  used  as  a  suspending  and 
diffusing  agent.  Smaller  quantities  do  not  satisfactorily 
take  up  the  dyes.  Larger  quantities  are  undesirable,  as 
they  make  the  resultant  wax  less  satisfactory  to  paint  on. 
If  the  above  directions  are  carefully  followed,  little  of  the 
dye  falls  out  of  suspension,  although  reheating  the  wax 
for  use  tends  to  make  this  occur.  Unless  6mall  quantities 
of  wax  are  melted  at  a  time  it  is  advisable  to  stir  the  liquid 
before  using.  The  scarlet-red  forms  the  least  satisfactory 
suspension,  and  requires  stirring  while  using,  but  its  thera- 
peutic value  has  caused  it  to  be  persevered  with. 

To  prepare  dichloramine-T  paraffin,  dissolve  the  dich'.or- 
amine-T  in  eucalyptus  oil  and  add  to  the  other  ingredients 
at  55°  C. 

The  dichloramine-T  wax  has  proved  an  unsatisfactory 
wax  from  a  practical  point  of  view  owing  to  the  tendency 
to  be  brittle  and  adhere  to  the  raw  surface  of  the  burn, 
instead  of  being  easily  removed  in  one  piece,  as  is  the  case 
with  the  other  preparations. 

Bahama  Sponge. — During  1916  the  sponge-industry  was 
very  prosperous,  the  output  for  the  year  being  1,317,622  lb 
valued  at  136.551Z.  The  U.K.  took  371,307  lb.,  U.S.A. 
363.983  lb.,  and  Canada  17,929  lb.  France  and  Holland  con- 
siderably increased  their  purchases,  the  latter  country 
taking  117,391  lb. 

What  is  to  be  Done  with  the  Doctors  ? "  asks  Mr. 
Bernard  Shaw  in  articles  which  appear  in  "The  Enelish 
Review"  for  December  and  January.  They  deal  chiefly 
with  the  attitude  of  the  medical  profession  towards  Mr. 
H.  A.  Barker,  the  bonesetter.  Mr.  Shaw  makes  many 
caustic  remarks  on  orthodox  medical  practice  which  are 
amusing  if  not  convincing.

Sterilising  Catgut. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Thompson,  F.R.C.S.,  of  Sydney,  N.S.W., 
describes  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  (I.,  1917, 
p.  873)  a  process  of  preparing  and  sterilising  catgut.  He 
employs  ether  as  the  sterilising  solution.  All  that  is  re- 
quired to  sterilise  the  gut  is  simply  to  insert  it  in  ether 
and  leave  there  indefinitely ;  it  can  safely  be  used  after 
twenty-four  hours,  probably  much  sooner. 

Emetine  Bismuth  Iodide 

A  Repoet  to  the  Medical  Research  Committee  from  the 
Military  Dysentery  Convalescent  Hospital,  Barton-on-Sea, 
which  is  published  in  the  "  Lancet  "  (II.,  1917,  p.  73),  states 
that  emetine  bismuth  iodide  is  much  more  effective  than 
emetine  hydrochloride  in  the  treatment  of  carriers  of 
amcebio  dysentery,  but  about  20  to  25  per  cent,  of  failures 
may  occur.  Some  of  the  failures  are  stated  to  be  due  to 
the  use  of  keratin-coated  tablets.  The  irritating  properties 
of  the  drug  in  many  oases  are  a  drawback  in  its  general 
application,  but  it  has  since  been  found  that  salol-coated 
pills  are  less  irritating. 

Chlorine  Treatment  of  Scabies. 

CAFfAiNS  Clark  and  Raped,  R.A.M.C.,  in  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal  "  (II.,  1917,  p.  113),  describe  a  new  treats 
ment  for  scabies,  which  consists  in  placing  the1  patient  in 
an  atmosphere  containing  two  to  three  parts  of  chlorine 
per  thousand  of  air.  The  patient  wears  the  Army  box 
respirator  to  protect  the  lungs,  and  is  exposed  to  the 
action  of  the  gas  for  twenty  minutes.  More  than  one 
exposure  may  be  needed. 

Acr.flavine  for  War-wounds. 

A  Paper  by  Mr.  Hamilton  Drummond,  F.R.C.S.Edin., 
and  Dr.  J.  W.  McNee  appears  in  the  "Lancet  "  (II.,  1917, 
p.  640)  dealing  with  the  treatment  of  recently  inflicted  war- 
wounds  with  acriflavine.  Sir  Anthony  Bowlby,  who  writes 
the  introduction,  states  that  (1)  acriflavine  does  not  sterilise 
recent  wounds,  and  that  various  bacteria  "-grow  freely  in 
wounds  treated  with  it ;  (2)  it  appears  to  cause  a  very  super- 
ficial necrosis,  of  the  formation  of  a  fibrinous  membrane, 
if  applied  in  the  strength  of  1  in  1,000 ;  (3)  in  spite  of  the 
presence  of  bacteria  there  is  a  notable  absence  of  inflam- 
mation and  of  septic  infections,  and  in  the  cases  observed 
there  were.no  bad  examples  of  gas-gangrene,  although 
anaerobic  organisms  were  present  in  many  wounds  in  large 
numbers;  and  (4)  healing  by  granulation  is  very  slow,  and 
the  growth  of  granulations  is  evidently  checked  by  the 
presence  of  acriflavine. 

Cold  and  Colds. 

The  bleaker  days  of  autumn  (states  the  "  Lancet," 
II.,  1917,  p.  653)  have  been  accompanied  with  an  abundant 
crop  of  colds,  and  the  sequence  is  such  a  usual  one  that 
many  people,  perhaps  the  Large  majority,  regard  their 
catarrh  as  being  directly  caused  by  the  reduction  of  tem- 
perature by  what  they  call  a  chill.  The  belief  lacks  proof, 
inasmuch  as  precaution  v  is  generally  taken  to  avoid  the 
reduced  temperature  by  means  of  artificial  heat  in  houses 
and  offices  and  the  closing  of  windows  in  railway  carriages. 
But  this_  precaution  introduces  complicating  factors.  The 
indoor  air  becomes  more  stationary  and  humid ;  air-pockets 
are  present  in  which  little  interchange  occurs;  there  is  a 
sharp  dividing  line  between  indoor  air  and  outdoor  air; 
and  with  these  altered  telluric  conditions  there  is  a  ten- 
dency to  crowd  together  and  an  increased  nearness  of 
contact  in  family  life. 

The  Saccharin  Controversy. 

The"  British  Medical  Journal"  (II.,  1917,  p.  366),  in  an 
editorial  reference  to  the  letter  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Ross  to  the 
public  Press  on  possible  injury  from  the  use  of  saccharine 
(the  "B.M.J."  uses  the 'final  "  e "),  quotes  E.  O.  Jordan's 
recent  work  on  "  Food-poisoning  "  (Chicago,  1917)  to  the 
effect  that  "  in  •daily  doses  of  0.3  gram  saccharine  is  likely 
ti  induce  digestive  disturbance";  but  the  "B.M.J."  goes 
on  to  say  that  "  there  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  evi- 
dence to^  warn  diabetics  and  obese  patients  who  take  sac- 
charine in  strict  moderation  to  forgo  any  satisfaction  they 
maythus  obtain."  The  "Lancet"  (II.,  '1917,  p.  484)  sum- 
marised the  evidence  for  and  against  saccharin,  and  comes 
to  the  conclusion  that  while  "  a  few  cases  have  been  reported 
where  saccharin  apparently  caused  stomach-pain  and 
-  neuralgia  and  other  discomforts,  there  is  no  great  amount 
of  evidence  at  hand  as  to  its  harmfulness  when  compared 
with  the  testimonials  as  to  its  benefits." 


Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Mercurophen,  the  new  surgical  antiseptic,  is  sodium 
oxymercuri-o-nitrophenoxide  containing  about  53  per  cent, 
of  mercury.  It  is  an  odourless,  brick-red  powder,  freely 
soluble  in  water. 

Cltronellal  Chemistry.—  Prins  ("  Chem.  Weekblad." 
(1917),  14,  627)  has  shown  that  the  action  of  formic  or 
phosphoric  acid  converts  citronellal  into  an  oil  which  on 
distillation  in  vacuo  yields  10  per  cent,  of  isopulegol; 
15-20  per  cent,  of  a  condensation-product  of  two  molecules 
of  the  aldehyde  itself ;  isopulegol  hydrate,  melting  at  85° ; 
and  a  heptylic  glycol,  Ci0H,0O2,  melting  at  60°-62°. 

Potassium  trom  flue-dust. — According  to  tests  by  Mr. 
H.  T.  Cranfield,  published  in  the  August  issue  of  tihe 
"  Journal  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,"  the  potash-content 
of  flue-dusts  is  very  variable;  the  total  (acid -soluble)  potash 
ranging  in  the  twelve  samples  quoted  from  2.97  to  15.89  per 
cent.  K20,  whilst  the  water-soluble  potash  ranged  from  1.23 
to  9.25  per  cent.  The  flue-dusts  vary  greatly  in  colour,  and, 
generally  speaking,  the  lighter-coloured  1  materials  are 
richest  in  potassium  salts.  Potassium  sulphate  is  the  prin- 
cipal of  these  salts,  the  chloride  being  also  present  in  smaller 
proportion.  It  is  suggested  that  the  total  annual  output 
of  potash  in  these  flue-dusts  is  probably  not  less  than 
15,000  tons,  of  which  quite  one-half  is  soluble  hi  water. 

Melaleuca  Resin.-- At  a  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  New  South  Wales,  Mr.  H.  G.  Smith  read  a  paper  on 
"  The  Resin  of  the  Outer  Bark  of  Melaleuca  uncinata." 
A  piece  of  the  outer  bark  of  this  melaleuca,  if  ignited  at 
one  end,  will  continue  to  burn  like  a  candle  until  entirely 
consumed,  giving  at  the  same  time  a  considerable  amount 
of  black  smoke.  The  inflammable  material  consists  almost 
entirely  of  a  resin,  as  only  a  very  small  amount  of  a  vege- 
table wax,  melting  at  67°-68°  C,  was  detected.  The  resin, 
which  is  present  in  the  outer  bark  of  M.  uncinata  to  the 
extent  of  23  per  cent.,  is  of  an  orange-brown  colour,  semi- 
transparent,  and  very  brittle.  It  is  almost  entirely  soluble 
in  alcohol,  quite  soluble  in  ether-alcohol,  and  very  soluble 
in  acetone.  It  is  only  slightly  soluble  in  chloroform  and 
benzene,  and  turpentine  has  little  action  upon  it  even  on 
boiling.  The  chief  constituent  of  the  resin  is  a  resin  acid, 
the  formula  of  which  is  C17H2804.  It  melts  at  about  148°- 
150°,  and  in  alcoholic  solution  gives  a  deep-green  colour 
and  green  precipitate  with  ferric  chloride.  The  neutral 
bodies  of  the  resin  melt  at  about  125°-130°,  are  brittle, 
of  a  resinous  nature,  and  do  not  give  the  green  colouration 
with  ferric  chloride.  The  acetone  solution  of  the  resin 
makes  a  good  lacquer  for  brass. 


Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Irish  Assistants.— A  special  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  (Cork  Branch)  was  held 
on  December  17,  Mr.  O'Connor  presiding.  It  was  explained 
that  though  Kiloh  &  Co.  had  granted  the  assistants*  de- 
mands, they  would  not  accept  withdrawal  of  the  month  s 
notices  that  had  been  given.  The  assistants  have  handed 
over  the  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  Trade  and 
Labour  Council.  Seven  new  members  from  country  towns 
were  enrolled.

Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  As  a  result  of 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  many 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  of 
goods,  as  also  have  rail  way  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  and  other  incidental  outlays 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quoted 
hers.

Business  has  now  been  resumed  on  the  chemical  and  Drug 
markets,  and  the  year  has  opened  uneventfully.  The 
difficulty  of  obtaining  freight  is  affecting  a  number 
of  important  products,  and  this  fact  is  beginning 
to  be  appreciated,  and  may  lead  to  higher  prices  among 
those  chemicals  which  are  already  scarce.  Consumers 
would,  therefore,  do  well  to  review  their  stocks  with  a 
view  to  replenishment.  Naturally,  there  are  a  number  of 
odd  parcels  of  chemicals  offering  below  current  market 
values,  and  this  is  the  period  when  a  few  bargains  may  be 
picked  up.  Changes  in  values  are  numerous :  they  include 
an  advance  of  4d.  per  proof  gal.  in  rectified  spirit,  and 
all  spirituous  preparations,  ethers,  tinctures,  etc.,  follow 
the  advance.  Industrial  and  mineralised  spirit  has  also 
been  advanced  lOd.  and  Is.  per  gal.  respectively,  and  this 
affects  a  number  of  preparations.  Chloroform  is  Is.  2d. 
dearer.  Liquor  ammonia  hydrosulph.  and  ammon.  oxalate 
are  dearer.  The  export  of  potassium  and  ammonium 
bromide  is  restricted  from  the  U.S.A.,  and  these  meet  with 
more  inquiry ;  soda,  on  the  other  hand,  is  easy.  Milk- 
sugar  has  been  in  good  demand,  and  is  dearer.  Coumarin, 
aubepine,  euonymin,  lithia  salts,  hydroquinono,  and  amyl 
salicylate  have  all  advanced.  Pyrogallic,  and  gallic  acids 
and  formaldehyde  are  firmer.  Atropine,  homiatropine, 
chrysarobin,  resorcin,  and  saccharin  are  cheaper.  Citric 
acid  is  also  easier.  Quicksilver  is  strong ;  and  quinine, 
when  offered  by  makers,  will  be  dearer.  Phenacetin  and 
aspirin  are_  easy.  Among  drugs,  quillaia  is  firm,  and 
juniper-berries  are  easier.  Anise,  dill,  canary,  and  cumin 
seeds  are  slow.  Glucose  is  extremely  scarce.  B.P.  almond 
oil  is  Id.  dearer,  and  clove  oil  is  easier ;  eucalyptus  is 
likely  to  go  dearer;  turpentine  is  higher.

Some  thought  the  industry  would  be  mono- 
po'isod.  others  that  it  would  be  placed  under  a  syndicate 
depending  on  the  Camera  Agrumaria.  and  that  the 
Government  would  prohibit  the  pressing  of  further  oil  in 
order  to  enh-mce  the  value  of  existing  stocks.  These 
beliefs  made  holders  of  oil  very  reserved,  and  for  some  time 
bus'tiess  was  practically  impossible.  Government  interven- 
tion has  actually  taken  place,  but  does  not  for  the  time 
being  include  lemon  oil.  The  nominal  firmness  of  the 
market  has  in  consiquenco  given  way,  and  it  is  now  quite 
possible  to  sell  both  prompt  and  new  crop.

Profits  on  Proprietaries. 

Sir, — It  has  now  been  proved  beyond  doubt  that  the  pro- 
prietary medicines  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list  yield  7£  per  cent, 
net  profit,  while  twenty-five  of  the  best  non-protected  give 
only  11^  per  cent,  gross  and  little  or  nothing  net.  Tabloid 
drugs  which  are  sold  by  stores  at  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  list  prices 
yield  25  per  cent,  gross  end  12£  per  cent,  net,  give  much 
more  trouble,  and  are  the  best  illustration  of  the  folly  of 
selling  single  bottles  worth  from  bd.  to  Is.  bd.  at  wholesale 
prices.  Thus  the  sale  of  100  cascaras,  yields  lfd.  and  100 
doses  of  Eastern's  Syrup  id.  net  profit.  Yet  there  are  some 
who  say  these  proprietaries  bring  custom,  but  none  how 
much  they  take  away.  Foods  are  groceries  and  should  be 
sold  at  grocers'  current  prices.  I  now  revert  to  the  opposi- 
tion. It  should  be  noted  that  the  only  alarm  comes  from 
proprietors  or  defenders  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association.  At  first  I  was  puzzled  to  account  for  the  fury 
of  the  defence  of  interests  not  then  apparent  or  intentionally 
molested  by  me.  Mr.  Crewdson  said  my  views  "  would  be 
disastrous  to  the  P.A.T.A.  and  cause  cutting  and  competi- 
tion from  the  gi'ocers,  etc."  In  my  opinion  this  is  an 
imaginary  danger  which  could  easily  be  averted,  and,  like 
other  bald  assertions,  needs  some  explanation  or  proof 
before  it  can  be  accepted.  It  is  evident  that  the  Proprietors' 
or  Wholesale  Section  would  have  to  grant  some  concessions, 
and  that  is  where  the  shoe  pinches.  From  information 
received  from  many  quarters  it  would  appear  that  the 
Retail  Section  holds  a  small  share  and  gets  little  considera- 
tion, while  the  Wholesale  Section  of  the  P.A.T.A.  dominates 
the  situation,  controls  the  prices,  and  has  the  power  to 
grant  face-values  or  more  reasonable  discounts  if  disposed  to 
use  it.  If  the  Retail  Section  in  co-operation  with  the 
Wholesale  is  what  it  is  represented  to  be,  "  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  proprietors  and  retailers,"  they  could  as  easily 
fix  one  fair  price  as  another.  It  may  be  said  that  cutters 
would  not  take  the  extra  profit;  then  the  P.A.T.A  could 
cut  off  their  supply  of  goods  or  dock  them  of  their  super- 
discount.  The  P.A.T.A.  is  either  powerful  or  powerless : 
according  as  it  uses  or  abuses  its  privileges  it  can  be  useful 
or  useless.  Every  chemist  appreciates  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's 
services  in  securing  uniform  prices,  but  to  be  satisfactory 
they  must  be  also  remunerative.  Proprietors  know  that  the 
P.A.T.A.  is  a  valuable  asset  to  them,  and  about  the'only\ 
inducement  they  can  offer  to  the  chemist  to  exhibit  and 
stock  their  goods.  No  new  patent  would  stand  a  chance 
without  it,  therefore  they  can  well  afford  to  be  generous, 
especially  when  they  realise  what  an  amount  of  work  must 
be  done  for  so  little  a  return. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir,— Referring  to  your  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Merthyr  Borough  Pharmacists'  Association,  held  on  Decem- 
ber 19  {C.  &  I).,  December  29,  p.  45),  various  letters  were 
discussed  which  have  appeared  recently  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  particular  interest  was  taken  in  the 
letter  written  by  Mr.  Harrison,  of  Reading,  which  dealt 
with  the  matter  from  the  makers'  view-point  in  a  clear 
and  candid  manner.  At  the  close  of  a  brisk  and  earnest 
discussion,  in  which  the  increased  cost  of  living,  enhanced 
taxation,  and  heavier  responsibilities  were  considered,  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Association  should,  in  conjunction 
with  other  like-minded  Associations,  engage  the  services  of 
an  eminent  actuary  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  careful 
analysis  of  the  actual  profits  earned  on  250  or  more  of 
the  best-known  proprietary  preparations  sold  by  pharma- 
cists^  so  that  the  case  for  equitable  profits  might  be  correctly 
presented  to  the  makers,  who,  it  was  thought,  would  give 
the  question  businesslike  consideration,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence agree  to  their  preparations  being  sold  at  face- 
value,  and  offer  same  to  retailers  upon  terms  which  would 
ensure  35g  per  cent,  on  purchase,  25  per  cent,  on  sale, 
and  thus  stimulate  cordiality,  satisfaction,  interest,  and  co- 
operation.

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Sir, — "  MacJ."  is  correct — I  am  not  a  retailer,  but  a 
manufacturer  and  a  proprietor.  I  reckoned  out  that  if  an 
agitation  was  going  to  be  engineered  for  the  chemists  to 
get  a  bigger  profit  on  proprietaries,  a  distinction  should 
be  made  as  to  the  amount  of  the  margin  (gross  profit) 
depending  on  the  nature  of  the  proprietary  article.  As 
it  is  generally  agreed  that  a  20-per-cent.  profit  on  foods 
is  a  sufficient  margin,  the  main  point  I  was  after  is  ad- 
mitted. But  surely  "  MacJ.,"  in  stating  that  "  foods  should 
be  sold  at  20  per  cent,  on  cost,"  means  20  per  cent,  on 
sale  price.  When  a  retailer  thinks  of  the  cost  of  doing 
business  he  thinks  on  the  lines  of  his  sales,  not  the  cost 
of  his  purchases.  If  an  article  does  not  give  the  trader  a 
just  profit  the  cure  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  traders.  Let 
each  local  Association  hold  a  meeting,  each  member  vote 
on  the  question,  if  carried  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect ; 
then  let  all  local  Secretaries  meet  at  one  place,  embody 
these  resolutions  into  a  composite  one,  and  send  it  to  every 
offending  manufacturer.  But  do  not  let  it  be  a  hot-air 
affair.  Let  the  resolution  not  only  contain  the  ultimatum 
but  the  individual  will  of  every  trader  to  put  its  sentiments 
into  force.  This  resolution  would  be  signed  by  each  local 
Secretary,  and  underneath  would  be  shown  the  number  of 
members  belonging  to  each  local  Association.  The  opportu- 
nity could  be  taken  to  get  a  vote  of  the  chemists  on  Mr. 
Saunders'  suggestion  that  patent  medicines  should  be  sold 
at  face-value.  So  important  a  part  do  I  think  these  two 
questions  play  in  the  welfare  of  the  chemists  that  my  firm 
would  be  only  too,  happy  to  provide  a  hall  in  London 
where' the  local  chemists  could  meet  to  hold  this  meeting, 
and  they  would  lend  all  the  assistance  they  could  to  find 
the  local  Secretaries  quarters  while  they  were  in  London. 
I  should  like  to  close  this  letter  right  here,  but  "  MacJ." 
picks  me  up  because  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  22,  I  main- 
tained that  competition  of  value  and  competition  of  price 
would  prevent  any  advertised  article  being  sold  for  any 
length  of  time  "  at  double  their  commercial  value."  He 
refers  to  certain  specialities,  and  states  if  I  put  alongside 
one  of  them  a  similar  article  at  half  the  price,  the  public 
would  reject  it  nine  times  out  of  ten.  Of  course  they 
would,  because  the  public,  when  they  buy  the  advertised 
article,  purchase  the  service,  merit,  or  value  of  the  article 
made  known  to  them  by  the  advertising.  The  advertising, 
by  raising  a  desire  to  possess  this  service  which  is  con, 
bained  within  the  article,  develops  a  ready  acceptance  of  the 
goods.  If  I  put  on  the  market  a  similar  article  I  certainly 
would  use  the  same  selling  force,  "  advertising,"  to  let 
the  public  know  I  had  done  so,  and  if  I  sold  it  at  a  more 
reasonable  price  then  the  law  of  competition  of  value  and 
price  would  take  care  of  the  result.  Incidentally, 
"  MacJ.'s  "  statement  provides  an  illuminating  example  of 
the  power  of  advertising  as  opposed  to  the  individual  sales 
ability,  and  how  the  chemist  misses  an  opportunity  of  ful- 
filling his  true  function  to  stand  guard  between  his  buying- 
public  and  the  advertiser,  and  thus  build  up  his  goodwill 
and  connection.

Sir, — "  Inquisitive "  wants  my  figures.  I  shall  be  de- 
lighted to  let  him  see  the  whole  of  my  books,  takings,  etc., 
if  he  will  return  the  compliment,  but  1  can  dispense  with 
that  by  telling  "Inquisitive"  that  I  do  not  saddle  the 
sale  of  each  proprietary  with  the  seven-minute  average  he 
mentions ;  that  is  why  I  can  do  it  at  5  per  cent.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  I  charged  up  the  average  time  spent  on  each 
customer  when  I  sold  a  proprietary,  then  in  fairness  I 
should  have  to  add  on  to  the  profit  of  the  proprietary  the 
average  profit  made  in  my  pharmacy.  If  "Inquisitive" 
will  just  think  this  over  for  a  minute  or  two,  he  will  see 
why  the  handling  of  proprietary  articles  necessitates  a  very 
small  establishment-charge.  During  this  controversy  I  have 
been  called  a  philanthropist,  a  brainy  shopman,  and  a  force 
in  the  commercial  world.  Some  of  your  readers  think  I 
am  out  for  less  profit,  but,  like  Oliver  Twist,  I  want  more. 
Mr.  Jackson  started  the  discussion  by  saying  that  selling 
patents  does  not  pay.  I  say  it  does.  But  I  agree  the  profit 
might  be  greater.  Most  of  my  friends  know  that  for  the 
last  five  years  I  have  been  fighting  to  get  better  profits  for 
pharmacists ;  in  fact,  that  is  the  sole  reason  I  am  standing 
for  the  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion. If  I  am  elected  to  that  body  I  intend  to  fight  tooth 
and  nail  for  Mr.  Saunders'  principle  of  patents  protected 
at  face-value.  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  a  philanthropist.  I 
am  out. to  get  all  I  can,  not  only  for  myself,  but  for  my 
brother  pharmacists.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — I  have  followed  this  discussion  with  great  interest, 
and  I  agree  with  the  views  of  "  Jay  Mack."  I  will  go 
even  further,  and  say  that  the  cutting  of  patents  is  played 
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out  as  a  business-getter.  I  have  been  in  business  for 
myself  for  a  comparatively  short  time  only,  but  long 
enough  to  agree  with  "  Jay  Mack "  that  window-shows 
pay,  and  pay  well,  as  business-getters.  It  also  pays  to 
keep  a  good  stock  of  all  proprietaries,  so  as  to  be  in  a 
position  to  offer  a  good  service  to  the  public  and  obtain 
the  contingent  business.  It  is,  I  believe,  well  known  that 
managers  of  multiple  shops  do  not  now  as  a  rule  cUt  to 
the  extreme  allowed  by  their  head  offices.  They  have 
their  stocks  to  consider,  and  odd  halfpence  count  in  large 
turnovers.  The  pharmacist  who  gives  his  goods  away,  or 
next  door  to  it,  has  only  himself  to  blame  for  subsequent 
worries,  financial  or  otherwise.  My  firm  conviction  is  that 
the  public  want  what  they  ask  for,  but  do  not  so  much  study 
the  pence  differences  in  price.  For  most  things  it  is 
practicable  to  charge  face-value  now,  even  with  the  old 
cut  lines  like  Beecham's.  In  these  conditions  it  docs  not 
pay  a  pharmacist  to  keep  substitutes  for  Harrison's  pomade, 
Scott's  emulsion,  and  so  on,  and  many  pharmacists  run 
good  and  paying  businesses  on  these  lines.  I  find  my 
patent-medicine  account  is  increasing,  in  spite  of  cutters 
not  far  away.  If  patent-medicine  proprietors  and  the 
Associations  could  meet  now  and  fix  definite  face-values 
with  fair  profit  all  round — say,  33£  per  cent,  for  retailer,  or 
at  least  .a  minimum  of  30  per  cent. — I  believe  the  result 
would  absolutely  put  new  life  into  pharmacy — both  multiple 
and  private  shops — and  would  ensure  proprietary-medicine 
owners  that  the.  public  were  being  better  served  than  ever 
before.  There  might  be  exceptions  in  the  case  of  infants' 
or  invalids'  foods.  One  must  be  reasonable  as  regards 
expense  to  families  under  this  head.  Moreover,  the  con- 
tingent sundries  business  as  regards  infant-feeding  and 
invalid-feeding  is  usually  large  enough  to  warrant  every 
consideration  from  a  business  point  of  view.

Sir, — It  seems  to  me  that  in  this  discussion  most  of  your 
correspondents  are  starting  their  calculations  at  the  wrong 
end  of  things.  "  MacJ."  is  getting  well  on  the  mark  with 
his  comprehensive  set  of  figures,  which  certainly  agree  with 
similar  businesses  which  I  know.  In  my  own  business  the 
expenses  (not  counting  interest  on  capital)  havys  been 
23  per  cent,  and  22^  per  cent,  for  the  last  two  years  re- 
spectively, so  that  a  gross  profit  of  20  per  cent,  is  a  loss. 
It  must  be  taken  into  consideration,  however,  what  pro- 
portion of  a  business  is  patents,  as  the  larger  the  proportion 
of  patents  sold  the  smaller  the  gross  and  net  profit.  For 
instance,  if  the  patents  are  25  per  cent,  of  the  turnover, 
and  yield  20  per  cent,  gross  profit,  the  patents  yield  5  per 
cent,  of  the  total  gross  profit.  Supposing  the  remaining 
75  per  cent,  of  the  turnover  yields  40  per  cent,  gross  profit, 
that  is  equivalent  to  30  per  cent,  of  the  total  gross  profit, 
which  would  be  35  per  cent.  The  expenses  are  23  per  cent., 
therefore  the  net  profit  12  per  cent.  If  the  patents  were 
50  per  <*>nt,  of  the  turnover,  the  gross  profit  works  out  at 
30  per  cent,  and  the  net  at  7  per  cent.  Business  expenses 
vary'  very  much  in  different  localities.  Some  businesses 
which  were  recently  offered  on  the  market  paid  as  much 
as  10  per  cent,  of  their  turnover  in  rent.  Other  businesses 
may  pay  only  a  quarter  of  that.  "  MacJ."  gives  us  the 
average  time  spent  on  (not  the  time  taken  to  serve)  each 
customer.  Has  anyone  worked  out  the  cost  of  time  ?  Panel 
chemists  are  supposed  to  work  on  a  basis  of  2s.  an 
hour,  so  that  at  the  same  rate  it  costs  5d.  to  6d.  to  serve 
each  customer.  With  cheap  labour  the  rate  will  be  less, 
of  course,  but  even  if  the  staff  are  all  girls  at  11.  per  week 
it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  remuneration  is  high 
enough.  The  wages  bill  is  an  ever-increasing  expense. 
Boys  who  before  the  war  were  glad  to  come  for  5s.  a  week 
now  shake  their  heads  at  15s.  a  week.  My  conclusion  is 
if  face-values  become  the  minimum,  and  one  cannot 
charge  more  for  booking,  that  .the  minimum  rate  of  gross 
profit  on  P.A.T.A.  articles  is  33^  per  cent.  Booking  costs 
about  10  per  cent,  in  itself,  with  extra  labour  and  cost  of 
stationery  and  postages.  Have  chemists  thought  of  that?

Concerning  Income-tax. 
Sir— For  years  we  got  off  very  lightly  in  the  matter  of 
income-tax.  Small  traders  were  not  looked  upon  as  worth 
much  to  the  Treasury,  but  it  is  different  in  1918.  Working 
men  are  paying  through  my  post-office  10/.  to  15/.  a  year, 
and  _  only  a  few  years  back  I  once  got  off  for  as  many 
shillings.  I  never  understood  why,  but  I  let  sleeping  dogs 
lie  in  that  case.  Books  like  mine  and  others'  help  us  to 
get  proper  deductions,  and  they  only  take  a  few  minutes 
per  week.  The  Inland  Revenue  don't  care  whose  books  you 
use.  You  are  not  bound  to  show  your  books ;  nobody  ever 
does.  Pav  rather  than  quarrel.  The  Inland  Revenue  wants 
money.    They  seem  to  know  at  once  when  a  man  keeps 


books  by  the  businesslike  form  of  his  income-tax  account 
and  by  the.  simplicity  and  clearness  of  his  replies  to  queries. 
Keep  a  record  of  what  you  send  in  each  year  :  they  keep  it. 
Also  note  on  the  record  what  they  assess  you  at  yearly. 
We  render  special  services  to  the  publio'as  private  traders: 
we  do  the  work  of  three  or  four  men — clerk,  dispenser, 
porter,  manager — which  no  other  men  have  to  do,  who  get 
the  same  exemption  of  120/.  But  they  treat  us  fairly,  and 
they  recognise  the  awful  difficulty  that  a  rigid  stocktaking 
would  impose  on  us.  Failing  books,  you  must  accept  their 
ruling. — Yours  truly,  J  AY  Mack. 

The  Syphon-water  Trade. 

Sib, — One  hears  a  good  deal  from  time  to  time  about  the 
difficulties  connected  with  the  selling  of  syphons  of  aerated 
waters,  and  it  is  a  fact  beyond  dispute  that  a  large  per- 
centage of  pharmacists  are  ceasing  to  stock  syphons.  And 
yet  the  public  must  needs  buy  its  syphons  somewhere. 
Assuredly  there  is  nothing  anti-pharmaceutical  in  the  busi- 
ness ;  for  one  thing,  a  syphon  of  soda-water  is  often  a  true 
"  invalid's  requisite "  and,  as  such,  ought  to  be  supplied 
by  the  pharmacist,  and  by  him  alone,  were  it  possible. 
The  suggestions  which  follow  are  designed  to  offer  a 
solution  of  the  difficulties  surrounding  the  syphon-trade. 
The  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  making  the  syphon-trade 
pay  are,  in  the  main: 

(a)  The  difficulty  connected  with  the  deposit. 

(6)  The  cost — in  money  and  time — of  railway  carriage. 

(c)  The  competition  which  so  often  reduces  syphon-profits  to  a  shadow 

There  is  probably  only  one  plan  which  meets  all  difficul- 
ties, and  that  is  for  each  local  Association  to  manufacture 
its  own  aerated  waters.  Leaving  for  a  moment  the  ques- 
tion as  to  how  this  may  best  be  done  in  actual  practice,  the 
advantages  which  would  accrue  from  such  a  scheme  are  as 
follows : 

1.  There  should  be  no  difficulty  whatever  in  inducing 
every  pharmacist  in  any  given  area  to  "  come  in  — that  is 
to  say,  to  sell  the  Association-manufactured  waters  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others;  nor  should  there  be  any  difficulty 
in  roping  in  any  "  multiple "  shops  in  the  area.  In  this 
way,  very  properly,  a  "  ring"  would  be  formed  and  profits 
of  the  highest  respectability  guaranteed  all  round. 

2.  The  aerated- water  manufacturing  Association  would 
be  able  to  sell  to  local  vendors  other  than  pharmacists,  if 
such  a  step  were  deemed  advisable.  It  might,  however,  be 
deemed  advisable  to  keep  the  Association  waters  in  the 
hands  of  pharmacists. 

3.  The  waters  should  bear  a  distinctive  appellation. 
Thus  the  labels  might  bear  such  wording  as  the  following : 

SNOWDON  SUMMIT  SODA  WATER, 
the  special  purity  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  the 
OLDM1NSTER  PHARMACISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 
N.B. — None  other  so  suitable  /or  invalids.    Best,  therefore,  for  ecerij 
■purpose. 

Manufactured  by,  etc. 

4.  Advertising  in  the  local  Press  would  become  an  incon- 
siderable item,  since  the  cost  would  be  divided  among  all 
the  members.  A  large  and  constant  demand  would  thus 
be  created  locally. 

5.  The  thorny  subject  of  deposits  I  have  left  till  now, 
but  the  reader  has  probably  already  realised  that  the  diffi- 
culties in  charging  a  deposit  are  much  less  when  75  per 
cent,  at  least  of  local  pharmacists  are  roped  together.  The 
point  to  remember  in  this  connection  is  that  a  small  deposit 
serves  adequately.  If  the  suggestions  here  made  were 
adopted  in  several  districts,  comparative  statistics  could  be 
framed  showing  exactly  the  utility  of  the  deposit.  My  con- 
tention, however,  is  that  a  small  deposit — 9d.  or  Is. — has 
little  action  in  checking  6ales,  while  leading  to  the  return 
of  syphons  in  all  but  a  very  small  percentage  of  cases. 

6.  All  carriage  charges  are  saved.  It  might  be  well  if  a 
rule  were  made  that  all  vendors  should  fetch  their  supply 
from  the  works. 

7.  Competition  is  reduced  to  its  smallest  proportions. 
Indeed,  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  com- 
petition at  all.  To  this  end,  three  things  are  necessary- 
waters  of  first  quality ;  bright  and  attractive^  get-up  of 
syohons  and  labels;  ample  and  judicious  advertising. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  indicate  the  possibilities  of  the 
plan  advocated.  I  should  like  to  have  the  views  of  chemists 
on  this  matter  so  far  as  I  have  developed  it.

Legal  Queries. 


/.  H.  (210/45).— We  do  not  think  the  Registrar  of  Trade- 
marks would  accept  the  word  you  mention  for  registration. 
The  application  costs  10s.,  and  would  settle  any  doubt  on 
the  point. 
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S.  W.  V.  (213/29).— We  gave  our  views  regarding  tl 
effect  of  the  Venereal  Disease  Act  upon  the  sale  of  santal- 
oii  capsules  in  the  C.  &  D:,  December  1,  p.  44.  As  you 
are  aware,  it  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  has— we 
hold,  quite  unwarrantably — thrown  the  trade  into  confusion 
on  this  point.  , 

Baspberry  (195/1?). — The  sale  of  second-hand  books  re- 
ferring to  venereal  diseases,  might  bring  the  seller  within 
Section  !.  of  the  Venereal  Disease  Act  as  giving  advice 
on  the  treatment  of  the  diseases.  The  fact  that  the  seller 
of  the  books  keeps  a  drug-store  should,  we  think,  make  it 
easier  to  prove  the  offenoe  in  the  case  of  a  prosecution. 

W.  N.  (131/46).— The  use  of  the  words  "  prevention  and 
treatment  of  pyorrhoea "  and  "invaluable  for  pyorrhoea" 
upon  the  labels  of  the  mouth-wash  render  the  preparations 
liable  to  stamp-duty.  1  he  article  on  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Act  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1917,  will  show 
you  what  are  the  grounds  for  charging  duty  on  such  a  pre- 
paration. 

/.  W.  M.  B.  (179/73).— Signing  for  Laudanum.— When 
laudanum  is  sold  -per  se  it  is  a  poison  within  Part  I.  of 
the  Poison  Schedule,  but  if  it  is  sold  mixed  with  oil  of 
anise  and  oil  of  peppermint  it  becomes  a  preparation,  and 
generally  contains  less  than  0.75  per  cent,  of  morphine.  As 
we  do  not  know  the  quantity  of  the  oils  you  sell  with  the 
laudanum,  we  cannot  state  the  matter  more  definitely. 

Fagin  (184/13). — If  a  chemist's  assistant  commits  an 
offence  under  the  Venereal  Disease  Act,  1917,  who  is  re- 
sponsible, the  assistant  or  his  employer  ?  [The  assistant  is 
responsible  in  any  case ;  but  the  employer  is  responsible 
only  if  he  expressly  ordered  or  permitted  his  assistant  to 
commit  the  offence  or  knowingly  participated  in  the  benefit 
of  the  assistant's  offence,  or  otherwise  identified  himself 
with  it.] 

Beacon  (218/14)  asks  us  whether  the  use  of  the 
words  "  blue  ointment,"  "  troopers'  ointment,"  or  "  mild 
mercurial  ointment "  on  ointments  implies  any  parti- 
cular standard,  such  as  that  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. He  asks  this  because  lard  is  now  prac- 
tically unobtainable  and  he  desires  to  employ  a 
mineral-fat  base  instead  of  lard,  but  with  B.P.  strength  of 
mercury.  [Both  "  blue  ointment "  and  "  troopers'  oint- 
ment "  are  legitimate  teims  to  apply  to  an  ointment  pre- 
pared in  the  manner  indicated  We  think,  however,  that 
the  description  ''mild  mercurial  ointment"  would  be 
objectionable  for  several  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  the 
ointment  is,  in  regard  to  its  mercury-content,  of  B.P. 
strength,  and  the  term  "mercurial  ointment"  is  so  near  to 
the  B.P.  ointment  that  the  description  "  mild  mercurial 
ointment"  would  indicate  that  it  was  a  diluted  B.P.  pre- 
paration, whereas  it  is  of  full  B.P.  strength  as  regards  its 
active  ingredient.  Even  if  it  were  prepared  with  less 
mercury  than  the  B.P.  requires,  we  do  not  think  there 
would  be  any  difficulty  in  setting  up  a  standard  of  ointment 
for  many  years  by  which  "mild  mercurial  ointment"  would 
be  taken  to  mean  the  B.P.  preparation  except  in  so  far  as 
its  mercury-strength  was  concerned.  The  point  is  a  debat- 
able one.  There  is,  of  course,  no  obection  to  selling  your 
mixture  as  "mercury  ointment"  or  "  mercurial  ointment" 
so  long  as  disclosure  is  made  that  it  is  prepared  of  the  same 
strength  as  the  B.P.  preparation,  but  with  a  different  basis.! 

E.  M.  C.  (221/16)  asks  whether  as  a  chemist  he  is  liable 
to  excess-profits  duty,  or  whether  he  comes  under  exception 
(c)  (C.  &  D.  Diary,  1918,  p.  73).  He  also  wants  to  know 
whether,  if  the  net  profits  of  a  chemist's  business  show 
an  excess  of  200?.  over  the  pre-war  standard,  but  the  increase 
is  due  to.  a  saving  in  expenses  on  advertisement  and  estab- 
lishment-charges, the  excess  is  chargeable  with  the  duty ; 
and  he  asks  what  the  200?.  in  the  Act  is  calculated  upon — 
whether  upon  the  three  years  previous  to  the  war,  or  only 
the  year  1913-14.  [A  chemist  having  a  shop  or  other  place 
of  business  is  not  exempt  from  excess-profits  duty  on  profits 
made  in  his  business.  The  exemption  (c)  is  intended  to 
apply  to  such  a  case  as  that  of  a  consulting  physician  or 
member  of  the  Bar  in  large  practice  whose  income  is  attri- 
butable wholly  or  almost  wholly  to  his  skill  or  reputation. 
The  excess-profits  duty  is  chargeable  on  profits  calculated 
on  the  same  principles  as  income  is  for  income-tax  purposes, 
and  it  does  not  matter  whether  this  is  due  to  an  increase 
in  gross  returns  or  to  a  decrease  in  the  sum  spent  in  earning 
the  returns.  The  pre-war  standard  of  profits  is  based  on 
the  average  of  any  two  of  the  three  last  pre-war  trade 
years,  and  the  taxpayer  may  select  which  of  the  three  he 
pleases.  The  last  pre-war  trade  year  means  the  last  busi- 
ness year  brfore  August  5,  1914.  If  there  was  only  one  pre- 
war trade  year,  as  in  the  case  of  a  new  firm,  the  profits 
from  the  trade  or  business  for  that  year  are  to  be  taken 
as  the  pre-war  standard.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us  as  t© 
their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for  and  how. 
We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary 
articles  nr  to  pnblish  supposed  formulas  for  them. 


F.  S.  (222/29). — The  process  of  re-charging  dry-cells  for 
pocket  flash-lamps  was  given  in  detail  in  -  the  C.  &  D., 
January  13,  1917,  p.  51. 

Midnight  (209/2). — Solid  Substitute  foe  Burning-spirit. 
It  was  stated  in  the  C.  &  D.  some  years  ago  that  urotro- 
pine  forms  an  excellent  smokeless  fuel  in  place  of  methy- 
lated spirit.  It  is,  however,  a  question  whether  the  price 
is  not  against  the  use  of  urotropine  for  this  purpose. 

W.  H.  B.  (213/30). — The  impregnation  of  bath-crystals 
with  perfume,  colouring-matter,  or  a  medicament  is  managed 
by  spraying  the  crystals  with  the  solution,  preferably  in 
spirit,  of  the  perfume,  colour,  or  medicament. 

G.  F.  S.  (213/60). — Purity  of  Aspirin. — -The  difficulty  m 
regard  to  the  purity  of  aspirin  is  that  the  official  tests  for 
acetylsalicylic  acid  are  so  loosely  worded  as  to  throw  doubt 
upon  the  tests.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry 
(C.  cfc  D.,  June  3,  1916,  p.  43J  that  the  true  melting-point  of 
aspirin  is  nearer  136°-137°  than  any  other  figure,  and  that 
the  impurities  (salicylic  acid,  acetylsalicyl-sal:cylio  acid)  are 
difficult  to  eliminate  unless  certain  processes  are  employed. 
Aspirin  in  the  dry  state  keeps  without  decomposition,  but 
it  rapidly  alters  in  contact  with  water. 

B.  J.  M.  (186/16). — Tanning  Leather.— Hides  are  con- 
verted into  leather  by  soaking  them  in  solutions-confcaining 
tannin  such  as  oak,  divi-divi,  quebracho,  valonia,  galls, 
sumach,  chromium  salts,  or  synthetic  tanning-materials. 
Before  that,  however,  the  raw  skins  have  to  undergo  various 
processes  such  as  that  for  removing  hair,  and  after  tanning 
the  leather  has  to  be  dressed  with  grease.  There  are  a 
number  of  text-books  dealing  with  tanning,  and  the  various 
methods  are  well  epitomised  in  the  article  on  leather  in 
Thorpe's  ,:  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry." 

L.  &  Co.  (212/60). — Preparations  for  Softening  the  Water 
of  the  Bath  are  mainly  borax,  or  sodium  carbonate  (needle 
crystals  are  mostly  employed),  or  mixtures  of  these  two  salts 
with  the  addition  of  perfume. 

Cadex  (236/91).^The  Manufacture  of  Potato-starch  was 
explained  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  25,  1917,  p.  51.  The  follow- 
ing is  another  description  of  the  method  used  on  a  large 
scale : 

The  potatoes  are  first  washed  to  free  them  from  earth 
and  stones ;  after  this  they  are  rasped  to  a  pulp,  which 
is  washed  with  water  over  wire  sieves  to  separate  the 
starch  granules  from  the  fibre.  The  starch-water  is 
allowed  to  stand  in  order  that  the  starch  may  settle, 
and  the  supernatant  water  is  run  off.  To  wash  the  starch 
the  sludge  is  stirred  with  water  and  again  allowed  to 
settle.  The  water  is  again  run  off  and  the  rest  centri- 
fuged.  The  centrifuged  cake  is  dried  at  about  30°  C.  till 
the  water-content  is  reduced  to  about  17  per  cent.  The 
mass  is  then  powdered. 

Fagin  (184/13).— The  address  of  the  National  Union  of 
Shop  Assistants  is  Dilke  House,  Malet  Street,  London,  W.C. 

L .  M.  (192/12).— Face- lotion. —A  solution  of  alum  or  tannic 
acid  would  form  an  astringent  application  for  the  face. 
The  chemical  substances  you  mention  are  perfume-materials.
